THE CITY NEEDS MORE MONEY. 


By a vote of 42 to 23 the Council at its ses- 
sion last evening refused to confirm the 
Mayor’s nomination of Miss Ada C. Sweet for 
member of the Board of Education. The 
nomination was presented July 20 and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Schools, which 
reported back to the Council the 13th inst. in 
favor of placing the nomination on file. A 
minority report favoring the confirmation of 
Miss Sweet was presented by Ald. Mann and 
Hepburn. ) ; 

The matter came up as a special order last 
evening. It was generally known soon after 
the Council convened that there was a major- 
ity against confirmation. Clarence S. Dar- 
row, A. S. Trude, and others, who favored the 
confirmation, on learning this passed word 
amongst their friends to have the special or- 
der carried over for a week, and Ald. Kent 
made a motion to that effect. Ald. Tripp, 
who led the opposition, would not have it that 
way, and moved to lay Ald. Kent’s motion on 
the table. This was agreed to—49 to 16. 

Ald, Kent thereupon moved to ‘substitute 
the minority report, favoring Miss Sweet’s 
confirmation, for the majority report, and 
spoke to the question. 

x Women Look On. 

The most intent listeners to the proceedings 
were 100 women who stood patiently back of 
the railing, no provision having been made to 
seat them, during the speech-making which 
preceded the vote. They were present as 
representatives of the Woman’s club, the 
Woman's Christian Temperance Alliance, 
Protective League, Illinois Alliance, Munici- 
pal club, and Cook County Suffrage club, and 
in their individual capacities as friends of 
women and of Miss Sweet. Among those 
present were Mrs. Carrie Brown, President of 
the Woman’s Alliance, Dr. Sarah Hackett 
Stevenson, Mrs. James M. Flower, Mrs. Eliz- 
abeth J. Lewis, Mrs. C. N. Arnold, Mrs. L. B. 
Shattuck, Mrs. P. L. Sbermaa, Mrs, Mary 
Crout, Mrs. William Thayer Brown, Mrs. M. 
E. Holmes, President of the State Suffrage 
Society; Mrs. Gale E. Parker, Mrs. C. J. Gal- 
lick, and Miss Waite. 

Ald. Kent said in support of the motion to 
adopt the report to confirm: “It has always 
been the custom of the Council to approve of 
the Mayor’s appointments, and I see no rea- 
son why an exception should be made in the 
case of Miss Sweet. Nothing can be said 
against her, and there seems no reason why 
she could not fulfill the duties of the office as 
well as any member. Therefore I sincerely 
hope that the appointment of Miss Sweet will 
be approved. She is eminently fitted for the 
Position.“ 

Q Ald. Tripp’s Bitter Attack. 

Ald. Tripparove and in gchigh-strung voice 
argued against the appointment of Miss 
Sweet. Said he: 

Jam against the appointment of women 
on the School Board. We want no more 
women. We want business-men. Now, who 
is this Miss Sweet? She is a woman who is 
always hankering for notoriety and has al- 
ways been holding or seeking office, at 
least since she was old enough. Now I 
want to show a reason why her gppoint- 
ment should not be approved, and 
from his pocket Ald. Tripp drew a uewspaper 
clipping and read a report of a woman’s meet- 
ing at the Sherman House where uncompli- 


mentary things were said about Council pro- 


ceedings and about the Aldermen. The gal- 
lery applauded the sentiment of the clipping, 
much to Ald. Tripp’s annoyance. He went on 
angrily, saying: And women were urged at 
the Sherman House meeting to stand by and 
support Miss Sweet. This,“ Ald. Tripp hissed, 
* this alone should be sufficient to cause the 
Council to vote against this appointment.“ 
Ald. Hepburn quietly replied to the irate 
North Sider. 

Miss Sweet Better than Some Councilmen. 


“The day of railing against women who 
are named for office is past, said he. “As 
for Miss Sweet, she is as well qualified as any 
one for the place. She is a business-woman, 
« well cducated, and certainly is superior to 
mo&t of the members of this Council. I don’t 
think that the rash statements made by Ald. 
Tripp will stand. Perhaps, said he, looking 
around, “this question is already settled. 
But, gentlemen, if you want to strike at the 
Mayor don't do it over a woman’s head.“ 

‘Aid. O'Neill caused some sensation by de- 
claring that he had heard certain rumors that 
did not reflect credit on some people in con- 
nection with the matter on hand. I have 
heard, said he, that the Mayor did not care 
whether this appointment was approved or 
not. A certain Alderman has gone around 
button-holing members and making this 
statement, and if this be true we want to 
know it. If he has lied we ought to know it.“ 

„Name him, name him, cried various Al- 
dermen. ‘ 

„0, I can name him,” answered Ald. 
O'Neill, and 1 am willing to have a commit- 
tee Of three appointed to investigate my 
charges. Now, I never saw Miss Sweet, but 
it is enough for me to know that she is the 
daughter of a soldier.“ 

„The lady whose name has been pre- 
sented,“ said Ald. Madden, is preéminently 
titted for the place, and it should be our pleas- 
ure as well as our duty to vote for ber appoint- 
ment. But as matters of controversy have 
been introduced here this evening I move the 
recommitment of both the majority and 
minority reports to the School committee, 
that we may have some reason for these re- 
ports.“ No one seconded the motion. 

; Champions Miss Sweet’s Cause. 

Ald. Swift said the question was whether 
Miss Sweet was capable. He believed she was. 
“She is a woman of culture, of superior edu- 
cation,“ said he. She has taken a keen in- 
terest in our public schools. If she had ob- 
tained public notice, or, as Ald. Tripp had in- 
sultingly put it, notoriety, it was because she 
had taken interest in subjects of great impor- 
tance to the people. It was a hu- 
mane and a kindly interest such as a 
sympathetic, good woman should take. 
The so-called report of the majority gives 
no reason why Miss Sweet is rejected. Ald. 
Tripp reads from a newspaper that the ladies 

is too bad. 
But I have seen that many a worse thing has 
been said of this body, and attention has been 
called to officeseeking. Well, I will say t 
if officeseekers are to be barred from appoin 
ments many and 5 a ~~ would lack 
members today. (Laughter. 1 

Ald. Swift paid an eloquent tribute to Miss 
| Sweet’s father, a gallant soldier anda gentle. 
man. And when he gave up his life for his 
country, continued the Alderman from the

Gaelic Athletic Games Brought Up. 

Before the School Board matter was taken 
up, Ald. O’Brien of the Nineteenth Ward ob- 
tained the consent of the Chairman, Ald. Sex- 
ton, to present the following resolutions: 

WHEREAS, The Gaelic Athletic Association of 
this city, composed of law-abiding, peaceably dis- 
posed citizens, has at great expense fitted up and 
fenced in a football park in the Fourth Ward, 
where they have played several games Sundays 
without offense to the people residing in the vi- 
cinity, without disturbance of any kind or char- 
acter; and 

WHEREAS, Those games have been interfered 
with for two Sundays in succession by the police 
force acting under the instructions of the Mayor. 

Resolved, That this Council is of the opinion 
that the games ought to be permitted, as they are 


an entirely innocent and laudable and heaithful - 


pastime. 

Resolved, That the Superintendent of Police be 
directed to refrain from fa ther interference with 
the games, and that the City Collector issue an 
amusement license for the same on the payment 
of the usual fee. 

Ald. Madden rose to make some motion, 
but Ald. O’Brien stopped him by asking the 
right to talk to his resolutions. He said he was 
present at the grounds yesterday and never 
saw a more orderly party of people. He 
could net see, he said, why it was wrong to 
kick a football in one place and right four 
blocks away. The association, he said, sent 
representatives to the Mayor before the lease 
was signed. They asked Mr. Washburne if 
any objections would be made and he told 
them to go ahead, 

Ald. Madden waved aloft a bundle of 
papers. They were, he said, petitions signed 
by every resident within blocks of the grounds 
remonstrating against invasion of their Sun- 
day rest. He introduced the protesting peti- 
tions and a plat of the neighborhood. Ald. 
O’Brien demanded a roll-call. In the midst 
of it Ald, Ernst rose to ask Ald. Madden a 
question. 

Do you allow baseball there? he asked 
the representative of the Fourth Ward. 

Victory for the Gaels.

Controller May presented à communication 
saying he had been offered $30,000 rental for 
the Lake-Front between Randolph and Madi- 
son streets trom this time to the end of 1893. 
It was accompanied by the following order, 
which was referred to the Committee on 
Wharves ana Public Grounds: 

Ordered, That the Mayor and Controller be and 
they are hereby authorized and directed to lease 
such portion of the Lake-Front between Ran- 
dolph and Madison streets as the city does not 
desire to occupy during the period of the World’s 
Fair for a rental of not less than $30,000 for a 
term ending Nov. 1, 1893, and upon the conditions 
that no permanent buildings be erected thereon, 
and all structures to be removed within thirty 
days after the expiration of the lease. 

Half a Million Dollars Needed. 

The Controller also submitted a communi- 
cation saying that there would be a deticit of 
$110,000 in the street lighting fund at the end 
of the year unless some provision was made 
by the Council. The communication went on 
to say: ; 

There are many other needs of the city for 
which provision could not be made in the appro- 
priation bill, and means should be provided be- 
fore the next annual appropriation is made. It 
will be necessary in order to provide 
for the needs of the city that an ad- 
ditional revenue be raised to the 
amount of at least $500,000. Your Fi- 
nance committee have now under consideration 
propositions that will absorb almost the fore- 
mentioned sum, including the erection of new 
bridges, fire and police protection during the 
World’s Fair. etc. I beg leave to suggest that 
this matter be referred to the proper standing 
committee or to a special committee who would 
give their time and prumpt attention to it. 

Referred to the Finance committee. 

Health Commissioner Ware returned to the 
Council a petition of residents of the Twenty- 
fifth Ward, referred to him, asking the abate- 
ment of a manure nuisance maintained at 
Noble and Clark streets by R. R. Clark. Dr. 
Ware’s communication said that he had in ves- 
tigated the alleged nuisance and reported that 
he had found nothing detrimental to health. 
The communication was filed. 

Ald. Schumacher presented an ordinance 
granting permission to Otto V. Bachelle to 
lay wires under the sidewalks along Madison 
street, between Center and Ogden avenues, 
and in the alleys next south and next north of 
Madison, between the same points. The or- 
dinance provides that Bachelle shall enter 
into no combination with ‘other companies 
controlling subways, and that he shall give 
the city free use of one 2,000 candle power 
lamp at every street intersection in the dis- 
trict named. The measure was referred to 
the Committee on Streets and Alleys West. 

Ald. O’Neill sent in a petition remonstrat- 
ing against granting permission to the Illinois 
Central company to construct a Y at Mad- 
ison avenue and Jefferson avenue. Laid over. 

A “Lift” Bridge at Halsted Street. 

Ald. Stuckart secured the passage of the 
following resolution : 

Resolved, That the Commissioner of Public 
Works be and is hereby directed and authorized 
to let the contract for the erection of a hydraulic 
lift bridge across the river at North Halsted 
street to J. A. L. Waddel without advertising for 
bids for the same upon the basis of his proposi- 
tion—viz. : at $147,000 according to the plans sub- 
mitted by him to the city. 

On motion of Ald. Larson the invita tion of 
the New York Mayor and Council to attend 
the 400th anniversary of the discovery of 
America was accepted. | 

The consideration of the Calumet Electric 
aud South Chicago Street railway ordinance 
for aright of way on Stony Island avenue 
from Seventy-pinth to Sixty-third street was 
made a special order for next Monday, 
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and muicrobe-killers. 


STENCH IN THE AIR. 


BRIDGEPORT BELCHES ITS FOUL 
ODORS OVER THE CITY. 


Sickening Exhalations from the Rendering 
Tanks Create General Discomfort and 
Disgust—Offenders Against the Public 
Health Well Known—No Excuse for In- 
activity of the Health Department — 
Names of the Concerns Which Pay $100 
a Year Each to Poison the Atmosphere. 


Handkerchiefs were in great demand in Chi- 
cago last night. Some people used hard 
language in addition. The drug stores did a 
rushing business in perfumes. Strangers 
within the gates asked in alarm what it was 
and forthwith invested in cholera medicine 
About 11 o’clock sever- 
al thousand people issued from the theaters, 
sniffed the air, and, as one persona, exclaimed: 

** Bridgeport ?”’ 

For that ancient enemy of the great Summer 
Resort of the United States was abroad in all 
its might last night. Chicago’s ally and pride, 
the Lake Breeze, was off on a vacation, and 
under the influence of a mean, low-down, 
southwest breeze from St. Louis Bridgeport 
was doing its worst. 

What its worst is every Chicagoan knows by 
bitter experience. The city has waged war on 
the stench for years, ahd, generally speaking, 
has confided the nuisance within the imme- 
diate neighborhood of its origin. But every 
now and then it leaves its reservation and 
goes on the worpath. Then it sweeps 
through the city like a cyclone. Sometimes 
it cuts a narrow swath through the South Side. 
Again it confines its havoc to the North Side. 
Like the wind, it stinketh where it listeth. But 
when it swoops down people shut their win- 
dows and burn old shoes if nothing better can 
be found. 

Offenders Against Public Health. 

Ten or twelve times at least this summer 
has the stench been unbearable over a large 
part of the city, including even the North 
Side. Of course this thing cannot be allowed. 
The offenders against public health, against 
public comfort, against the city’s good 
name are well known. The public 
knows them, if the Health Department does 
not. This being the case there is no excuse 
for the Health Department. If the residents 
miles away from the origin of the stench suf- 
fer, imagine the lot of those who live and do 
business close to the stench factories, 

** Bridgeport is a general name given by 
Chicagoans to the rendering establishments, 
soap factories, glue factories, and fertilizing 
establishments. The rolling-mills where 
crude oil is burned for fuel, the South Branch 
of the Chicago River, and the unpaved, gar- 
bage-strewn streets and alleys on thesouthwest 
outskirts of the city all add their quota. 

The thirty rendering establishments are be- 
yond doubt the worst offenders and should 
first receive the attention of the Health De- 
partment. The city requires that all gases 
from the rendering tanks be condensed in air- 
tight tanks and then led into the sewers of the 
city. This process to some extent les- 
sens the nuisance, but does not abolish it. 
The valves of these rendering tanks are opened 
many times during the day and the flumes al- 
lowed to escape. They are then taken up by 
the winds and carried into all parts of the 
city. Inthe evening when the atmosphere 
cools the gases descend. 

Licensed to Pollute the Air. 

For $100 a year the city permits the opera- 
tion of a rendering establishment. For the 
sum of $3,000 yearly, which hardly pays for 
the maintenance of a competent iaspector, 
Chicago permits the rendering establishments 
to pollute the air. The names of the estab. 
lishments which appear on the city’s books 
are:

Gentleman, Lippel & Co., Nos. 3911-3919 South 
Halsted street; Lonis Pfaelzer, No. 4163 South 
Halsted street ; Hine Bros.,No.2611 Archer avenue; 
Armour & Co., Union Stock-Yards; Armour glue 
works, Thirty-second and Beason streets; Thomas 
J. Lipton & Co., Union Stock-Yards; North- 
western Fertilizing company, Forty-tifth 
street and Center avenue; Libby, Mc- 
Neil & Libby, Union Stock-Yardsp Hately 
Bros. & Co., Union Stock - Yards; 
Chicago Packing and Provision company, Room 
67 Board of Trade Building; Allerton Packing 
company, Room 39 Board of Trade Building; In- 
ternational Packing company, Union Stock- 
Yards; Jones & Stiles, Union Stock-Yards; Swift 
& Co., Union Stock-Yards; Miller, Hendricks 
& Co., No. 53 West Jackson street; Hess 
Bros., Fortieth street and Emerald avenue; 
Darling & Co., Forty-second street, near Ashland 
avenue; Nelson Morris company, Union Stock- 
Yards; Anglo-American Provision company, 
Union Stock-Yards; John @udahy Packing com- 
pany, Union Stock-Yards; International and 
Wells Packing company, Union Stock-Yards; 
Nash Bros., Fortieth and Wright streets. 

Women Are Nauseated. 

On the Archer avenue car line between 
Fifty-first street and Ashland avenue the con- 
ductors and drivers say that women are often 
attacked with nausea when passing in close 
proximity to the rendering establishments. 

At N. K. Fairbank & Co.’s factory at Eight- 
eenth street and Wentworth avenue the manu- 
factare of soap, lard, and oil is carried on. 

John Murphy owns the premises at Nos. 
1933 and 1935 Wentworth avenue. If any- 
body can do anything to help the poor people 
living around here, said he, we will all be 
grateful. At times we can hardly breathe.”’ 

Charlotte Liesegang owns a small frame 
cottage at No. 2001 Wentworth avenue. 

“Tt is terrible,” said she, and I do not 
think that this is a fit place fora human heing 
to live in. But I am a widow and poor. All 
I have is this little house, and have to live 
here. If I were rich I would prosecute these 
people and perhaps find some way to get re- 
lief.’ 

On Archer avenue, between Twenty-sixth 
and Quinu streets, is a cluster of rendering 
establishments, a stock-yard, and a factory 


where decayed eggs are received and made, 


into dye for tanners. This locality, the 
drivers and conductors of the Archer avenue 
cars say, is one of the worst along the line. 

In the rear of No. 2611 Archer avenue is a 
rendering tank owned by Heine Bros. A 
short time ago, the neighbors say, Heine Bros. 
steamed ail the refuse hides and bones in an 
open kettle, and that the fumes were nauseat- 
ing. Heine Bros.’ establishment is in a filthy 
condition. 

Robert Smithson has what the neighbors 
term an egg factory” in the rear of No. 
2613 Archer avenue. There wagon loads of 
eggs from South Water street and the egg re- 
frigerators are received daily. During hot 
weather the odor from this spot is indescrib. 
able. 

Frank Kern, a grocer at No. 2708 Archer 
avenue, said: The stench in this neighbor- 
hood is horrible. How can it be otherwise? 
All the refuse frem hotels and restaurants is 
boiled there in the tanks, and every time the 
valves are opened we get the full benetit. I 
have seen passengers in the street-cars hold- 
ing handkerchiefs to their noses when pass- 
ing. 

Sam Unger, a saloonkeeper at No. 2636 
Archer avenue, said: 

Last summer the stench around here was 
so bad that people wo were sitting here had to 
get up and run away. They could not stand it.“ 

The combination of Armour’s glue factory, 
the Illinois Steel company, which burns crude 
oil, and the river at Thirty-first street and 
Archer avenue is bad, Sam Kelly, the starter 
at the Archer avenue car barn, said: “I am 
used to it now, but some of the new con- 
ductors and drivers are nauseated.” 


YEO FOUND TO BEA CONSPIRATOR.

A Chinaman Captured at Detroit Said to 

Be a Highbinder. 

Wasntworox. D. 1 28.— Special. |— 
The recent capture Of Leong Yeo, a China- 
man, in Detroit, has oped into a sensa- 
tion of an iutern al character. Some 
documents, written in Chinese characters, 
were found upon the person of this suspect, 
and they were sent at once to New York, 
where Special Treasury Agent Whitehead in- 
vestigated them, with the result em bodied in 
the following official report: 

Sir: The inclosures Of your letters have been 
submitted to an expért in Chinese characters 
from whom it has been learned in each case that 
the documents are certificates of membership in 
Chinese societies. Thesmall piece of cloth certi- 
fied that Leong Yeo has joined a society called 
„Leong Jow How Fong” at San Francisco. His 
initiation was Jan. 20, and cost him $3. 

The larger and more highly illuminated docu- 
ment tells a tale of conspiracy which will doubt- 
less be interesting to the Emperor of China if 
known to that individual It explains, according 
to the expert, that a society exists in China hav- 


ing for its object the removal by murder of his 


Highness the Emperor. The society is named 
Gee Hing. Ite President is named Keong Hoo. 
The holder of this certificate in question is Leong 
Yeo, and he was admitted to membership Set. 
25 (year omitted), in China, for which he paid 810. 

The dark red spot just below which I have 
placed a pin is supposed to be a drop of blood 
from the veins of the heathen who was admitted 


to this clan of highbinders. I submit this in-

The report was at once sent to the Secretary 
of State and by him submitted to the Chinese 
Minister here on Sept, 22. 

The chief of special agents at the Treasury 
Department declines to talk of the matter, 
and the Chinese Minister, through his in- 
terpreter, says that it is not a matter for pub- 
licity or interview. 

Derroit, Mich., Sept. 26.—{Special. }— Che 
arrest of a Chinaman here some weeks ago 
owning to the name of Leong Yeo attracted 
but little attention. He was held and the pa- 
pers were seat by Mr. Parker to New York. 


‘Leong Yeo was released on bail with several 


other Chinamen last week pending an appeal 
from a sentence of déportation to China. He 
was sent to the House of Correction for ten 
days, and when that time had passed was 
again taken in charge by officers. 
Mr. Parker said to a friend before 
leaving the city that while the Emperor’s rep- 
resentatives in this city were at first inclined 
to make light of the matter, they are now 
fully alive to its seriousness and will make 
every effort to secure from Leong Yeo a con- 
fession that will implicate nis fellow conspira- 
tors in China.

SCHOONERS GO ASHORE IN A GALE. 
— — 


Three Lives Are Lost Near Oswego — De- 
struction of the Burt and Cargo, 

Oswaao, N. Y., Sept. 26.— [Special. — The 
schooner John Burt, with corn from Chicago 
for the Oswego starch factory, went ashore at 
Sandy Pond, twenty miles east of here, this aft- 
ernoon. The woman cook and one sailor, Will- 
1am Wood, were drowned. The Burt ran by here 
at 7o’clock under bare poles. Shortly after 
passing it appeared to get on a small piece of 
the foresail, and it was thought it would make 
the passage and find shelter in the entrance to 
the St. Lawrence. At the time a fearful gale 
was blowing, the wind gauge at the signal sta- 
tion recording fifty miles an hour. After 
beaching the lifesaving crew attempted 
to shoot a line over the  ves- 
sel, but it was out too far. 
Attempts to launch the lifeboat in the heavy 
surf were unsu Finally a boat was 
gotten out, but the woman cook and a seaman 
had been washed overboard. The remainder 
of the crew was brought ashore safely. The 
vessel and cargo will prove a total loss. The 
schooner Gazelle was capsized near Fair 
Haven. Thecrew clung to the wreck and 
drifted safely to shore, with the exception of 
a sailor named Henry Wilson, who was washed 
off the wreck and drowned. The Burt was 
owned by R. Kelley of Detroit, was valued at 
$5,500, and was uninsured. Its cargo of 20,000 
bushels of corn was fully insured. The Burt 
was commanded by Capt. Norman M2Donaid. 
His brother was first mate and his son was one 
of the sailors. 


SEA VIEW HOUSE DESTROYED BY FIRE. 


The Hotel and Oak Bluff Landing Wrecked 
—Loss $41,000, Partially Insured. 

Corraar Crry, Mass., Sept. 26.—The Sea 
View House has burned to the ground. The 
hotel has been closed for three weeks and the 
proprietor, Frederick H. Hart, has been clean- 
ing up the furnishings, etc., with a view to en- 
largment. The wharf known as Oak Bluff 
Landing was completely destroyed and the old 
skating rink to the north of the wharf was 
badly damaged. Thecottage known as the 
Sea View annex was badly scorched, but was 
saved from serious damage. The wharf and 
skating rink are insured for $39,500. There is 
a mortgage for $25,000 on the hotel, which 
will absorb nearly all the insurance. The 
hotel cost $100,000. The present proprietor 
has spent $21,000 since taking possession. The 
net losses are estimated as follows: Fred- 
erick H. Hart, $25,000; F. R. Winslow, skat- 
ing rink, $2,500; Sea View Hotel and Wharf 
company, $11,000; Martha’z Vineyard rail- 
road company, $2,000; all others, $500, 

PRILADRLTHIA, Pa., Sept. 26.—The Mount 
Pleasant House at Mount Pocono, Pa., has 
been destroyed by fire. All the guests es- 
caped safely, although some of them lost 
jewelry and other valuables. It is thought the 
fire was caused by a lamp being accidentally 
overturned. The hotel had accommodations 
for 250 gaests. 


FOUND DEAD IN THE PARK. 


L. B. Stewart Resigns a Good Position and 
Is Thought to Have Killed Himself. 

L. B. Stewart, a young man lately employed 
in the real-estate office of Van Viissin- 
gen, was found dead yesterday in 
Washington Park. A bottle containing 
morphine was found in his pocket, in- 
dicating suicide. Stewart resigned his 
position last Saturday, saying he was going to 
St. Louis, and from thattime until his body 
was found was not seen by his friends. His 
father is a capitalist of Tecumseh, Mich. 
Stewart had been bétting on horse races, and 
itis thought he was in debt. A year ago 
while driving in Tecumseh with a young 
woman his horse ran away, throwing her 
out of the buggy ana killing her instantly. 
This may have had something to do with his

Wasurnaton, D. C., Sept. 26.—[ Special.! — 
Democrats are worried because the Registry 
Division of the Treasury Department is gath- 
ering statistics about the State banks. This 
is done under directions from Congress, but 
they profess to see in it a scheme to make po- 
litical capital for the Republicans. It is a 
mistake, however, to say that the demand for.

They came to Chicago willing to support 
Cleveland on a straddling silver platform, 
provided they got their scheme of repealing 
the State bank tax udoged.

New York, Sept. 26.—[Special. ]—The sixth 
annual German Catholic Congress, an organi- 
zation designed to infuse religious energy in- 
to the Germans of that faith, as well as to ful- 
fill purposes of social reunion, began proceed- 
ings in Newark today, with some preliminary 
meetings in the afternoon and a grand torch- 
light procession at night. The delegates of 
the congress will take up more serious work 
tomorrow, and Wednesday they will be asked 
to discuss resolutions on the school question, 
which will, perhaps, be the most important 
matter they will consider. Mgr. Schroeder 
of Washington, who is an ardent supporter of 
Cahensly, is a delegate to the congress and 
one of its leading lights. 

With the members of the many German 
Catholic societies and with the masses of 
Catholic laymen generally the total number 
of participants may safely be placed at from 
7,000 to 8,000 persons. Every territory within 
the jurisdiction of the United States is repre- 
sented, All the populous cities of the Eastern 
and the Middle States and especially of the 
West and Northwest have sent their delegates, 
There are German Catholic priests and lay- 
men from New York, Brooklyn, Boston, Phila- 
delphia, Pittsburg. Rochester, Buffalo, Cleve- 
land, Chicago, St. Louis, Cincinnati, Milwau- 
kee, and St. Paul. 

The importance of the s from a 
Catholic point of view may be inferred from 
its hearty indorsement by Catholic prelates. 
Archbishop Corrigan wil attend and cele- 
brate pontifical high mass in the Church of 
St. Peter on Belmont avenue. Archbishop 
Katzer of Milwaukee has promised to come. 
Bishops Messmer of Green Bay, Wis.; Zar- 
detti of St. Cloud, Minn,; Schwebach of La 
Crosse, Wis. ; Richter of Grand Rapids, Mich., 
will surely be here today or tomorrow. 

The deeper significance of the convention 
lies ia the speeches which will be made and in 
the resolutions which are to be adopted, It 
is understood that the subjects for the various 
discourses have been carefully selected, while 
the sentiments to be expressed have undoubt-

he emphatic approvals of Archbishops and 
Bishops have far more weight than the usual per- 
functory blessing which prelates are generally 
willing to dispense on the siightest provocation. 
Archbishop Corrigan and the German part of the 
Roman hierarchy in this country aré one on the sub- 
ject of parochial schools, and here was an oppor- 
tunity to show this with emphasis and energy. 
The Archbishop and the German hierarchy are 
united in opposition against the Americanizing 
ideas of Archbishop Ireland and Cardinal Gibbons. 
The German Catholic congress is to proclaim the 
fact of this opposition in order to influence the 
coming archiepiscopal conference in New York. 
The German Catholic convention is really an ag- 
gressive assertion of the forces of Cahenslyism. 

t is a grand rally of the so-called Roman church 
in this country. ‘ 

To fully appreciate the extent to which this 
congress is in sympathy with Cahenslyism of tne 
most pronounced type it should be understood 
that Mer. Schroeder, one of the chief speakers 
and concededly the leader of German Catholic 
thonght in America, as opposed to the all 
liberalism of Cardinal Gibbons and Archbishop 
Ireland, is an intimate personal friend of Ca- 
hensly. Mgr. Schroeder has but lately returned 
from Germany, where he attend uring the 
first part of this month, the general meeting of 
the St. Raphael Society, held at the City of May- 
ence. At this meeting, from which Mon- 
seigneur has drawn his inspiration, Cahenslyism 
ran riot. The now famous Prussian Deputy was 
present in person and defended his system, but 
not with half as much vigor and defiance as his 
friend, the Monseigneur. 

The St. Raphael Society is thoroughly ultra- 
montane in its principles and in its organization. 
Cahensly, as is well known, is the General Secre- 
tary of the society. The latter has its agents in 
every European port through which emigrants 
pass in considerable numbers. It is their purpose 
to direct, if possible, the stream of immigration 
and tokeep the emigrant loyal to Old World 
traditions. He is warned against American in- 
fluences as being dangerous to his faith. It is the 
purpose of that society to centralize, solidify, and 
isolate the foreign Catholic emigrants and to se- 
cure them at any cost and by any means against 
Protestant and American ideas. This accounts 
for the large German and Polish colonies all 
over the West and for the refusal of foreign 
Catholics everywhere to become Americanized. 

What has the St. Raphael Society to do with 
the German Catholic congress? The answer is 
that but for the St. Raphael Society there would 
be no German Catholic convention. The meeting 
at Mayence is the inspiration of the congress at 
Newark. German Catholic conventions are but 
an enlargement of the methods of St. Raphael's 
Society. The enlargement is demanded by al- 
tered circumstances. Mgr. Schroeder, speaking 
at the meeting in Mayence, made this 
as plai as words will ow. After 
referring’. in caustic language to the 
attack which Archbishop Ireland made on him 
through the medium of asecular newspaper, Mar. 
Schroeder said: We need no defense, for w 
can claim for our side Archbishops Corrigan an 
Katzer, Bishops Messmer, Zardetti, and others. 
You see we ace in good company. But what is 
Cahenslyism? I do not hesitate to say that the 
title of Cahenslyist is a title of honor even now 
and it will become such more and more. Mr, 
Cahensly justified his advocacy of the interven- 
tion of St. Raphael’s Society by showing the 
alarm losses from the ranks of European Cath- 
olics in America.“ 1 

Father H. J. * of Belleville, III., makes 
a forcible reply to these statements.

CHICAGO AND WORLD’S FAIR POSTOFFICES 


Efforts of Postmaster Sexton to Obtain Bet- 
ter Postal Facilities—Outlook Encouraging. 

Postmaster Sexton retu from Washing- 
ton yesterday, having presented to both Post- 
master-General Wanamaker Secretary 
Foster numerous reasons why the Chicago and 
Worla’s Fair Postoffices should be liberally 
treated by the government. In addition to 
oral arguments Col. Sextou submitted tab- 
ulated statistics of the growth of the city 
and the territory the present force covers. 
For the down-town postoffice Col. Sexton 
asked for ninety additional carriers and sixty- 
five clerks and stampers, besides janitors, etc. 
He also presented numerous reasons for tak- 
ing into the free delivery districts several 
stations the business of which has grown rap- 
idly in the last few years. Many of these sta- 
tions, such as Englewood, Normal Park, and 
Park Manor, are adjacent to the World’s Fair 

roun ä 
1 As to the World's Fair Postoffice, Post mas- 
ter-General Wanamaker said Chicago and 
the Fair had no better friend than he, and he 
would do all that was possible to give the Fair 
the postal facilities required. e accepted 
Col. Sexton’s estimates of the amount of 
space and help required, and agreed to send 
two of the department examiners to investi- 
gate the needs of the Worid's Fair office. 
After his interview with the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral the latter took Col. Sexton to see Secre- 
tary Foster in relation to the additional space 
required for the down-town office. 

Mr. Wanamaker personally made a plea 
for liberal treatment of Chi in the mat- 
ter. Col. Sexton also urged that an annex be 
built one story high on the Adams and Dear- 
born street sides, or portions of the second 
The Secretary 
turned the case of the Chicago Postoffice over 
to one of his assistants, who will give the sub- 
ject due consideration.

cide upon. I expect our first estimates of the 
requirements for the World’s Fair office will 
be cut down one-half, but we will probably

A 
number of officers were engaged all day in 
directing the work on the range or in record- 
ing scores in the range house. A field tele- 
phone was in use, aiding the communication 
between the officers and scorers. 

Some of the best marksmen made the poor- 
est scores. The men complain of the range 
because it is almost entirely bare clay and re- 
flects the light. . 

The marksmen are divided into infantry and 
cavalry, the infantrymen using long rifles and 
the cavalrymen short carbines. These classes 
in turn are subdivided into distinguished 
marksmen ”’ and the members of the regular 
army teams.

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SHOULD NOT CONTROL THE TARIFF 
POLICY OF THE COUNTRY. 


F. X. Schoonmaker of New Jersey Ad- 
dresses a Big Gathering of Wage-Earn- 
ers at Pullman and Arraigns the Solid 
South for Endeavoring to Foist Free 
Trade Upon the People—Voters Are 
Like Shareholders in a Bank and Will 
Return Republican Directors. 


The opera-house at Pullman was crowded 
from pit todome last night in honor of the 
first gun fired at that point in the interests of 
Republicanism, protection, and the wage- 
earners of the land. The announcement had 
gone forth that F. X. Schoonmaker of New 
Jersey would make an address on the subject 
of the Tariff.“ The parade of the evening 
was participated in by the Dalton, Roseland, 
Riverdale, and Pullman Republican clubs, 
headed by the Pullman drum corps, repre- 
senting over 1,000 voters. 

The wage-earners of Pullman were conspic- 
uous in their attendance. Large delegations 
from the Pullman Palace Car company, the 
Union Car-Wheel Foundry, the terra cotta 
works, the Drop forge works, the Johnson 
Screw Manufacturing company, the Alien 
Paper Car-Wheel company, the Calumet 

Paint company, the Union Hose company, 
and the Pullman Brick and Laundry com- 
panies were in the opera-house. J. Frank Al- 
drich, candidate for Congress from the First 
Congressional District of the State; Dr. J. 
McLean, E. E. Mitchell, Daniel Dacey, I. W. 
Hoffman, Dr. A. C. Rankin, O. L. Chadwick, 
and Perry A. Hull were on the rostrum when 
President Clarence Monahan introduced Mr. 
Schoonmaker, the speaker of the evening. 


Voters Like Bank Stockholders. 


Mr, Schoonmaker was greeted with cheers. 
He compared the voters of the county to 
stockholders in a bank, who eight years ago 
turned the Republican directors out because 
of acry made by the Democratic minority 
that funds had been stolen. Four years later 
the old directors had been reinstated, and now 
the same minority wants them ous again. 
Then Mr. Schoonmaker said: 

The minority admits that in every respect the 
management has been as capable and honest as 
the management of public affairs under Mr.

They do not say they will reform it, or“ change 
it, but they say they will utterly abolish it as un- 
constitutional and asa public robbery and es- 
tablish in its 22 absolute free trade. The 
South is naturally for free trade. It had slavery ; 
slaves got no wages for their toil. It would have 
been the height of absurdity for the Southerners 
to raise cotton one side of 
the road b black labor that 
got no wages, d then turn it into fabrics on 
the other side of the road, in factories by mechan- 
ics who received wages in the sight of the blacks, 
for the blacks by sight would learn that human 
sweat was worth human wages, and that the use 
of muscle in labor for another, no matter under 
what color of skin it wrought, should be paid for 
what it accomplished. Hence, from the very 
necessity of the case, the South discouraged man. 
ufacturing at any price. when it was possible for 
the black man to see it and learn from it that his 
toil and his sweat should bring him wages. 


Hated New England. 


Hence they encouraged no manufacturing in 
the South, grew to hate New England for having 
factories so near their slaves, and did all in their 
newer to have all manufacturing for America 

one in Europe. 

For this conviction they went to war, and it is 
absurd to suppose that those who risk their lives 
for a conviction would not enforce it if given the 
power to enforce it in peace. 

Another thing. Has the Solid South a sufficient 
interest in the business of the country affected 
by the tariff to be entitled upon any fair basis to 
say whether there should be a tariff or not? Of 
all the manufacturing establishments in the 
United States five-sixths are in the North, Of all 
the men eng in manufacturing in the 
United States seven-eighths are in the 
Nortb. Of ail the capital invested 
in manufacturing in the 
eleven-twelfths is invested inthe North. Of all 
the men engaged as skilled mechanics in the 
United States ten-elevenths are engaged in the 
North. Of all the wages paid to skilled mechan- 
ics in the United States fourteen-fifteenths are 

in the North and one-fifteenth in 
fourteen free trade States of 
Solid South. Of every $1,000 
invested in the mapufacturing business of this 
country is is invested in manufacturing estab- 
lishments in the North and only $4 in the four- 
teen free trade States of the Solid South. Of 
every $1.000 paid out as wages to skilled mechan- 
ics every year in this country $936 is paid to them 
in the North, while only $4 is paid to them in the 
fourteen free trade States of the Solid South. 

So the free trade South has neither a sufficient 
interest in the capital invested, in the number of 
establishments running, nor in the amount of 
wages paid out to men employed in the manufact- 
per business of this country to be entitled on 
any fair basis to decide for the whole country 
what should be its tariff policy. 

Figures from Hill's State. 

New York State employs 120,000 skilled mechan- 
ics, more than the whole Solid South, and pays in 
wages every year toskilled mechanics $84,000,000, 
more than the whole South pays. 

Pennsylvania employg 78,000 more -mechanics 
than the whole South, and pays $70,000,000 more 
wages than the South; and little New Jer- 
sey, with but one-twelfth the population 
of the Solid South, pays within $24,000,000 in wages 
of as much as the whole South. So that the Solid 
South has not a sufficient business interest in the 
manufacturing of this country to be entitled on a 
fair basis to decide a tariff 22 for New York 
State, with its 6,000,000 dle, nor for Pennsylva- 
nia, with its 5,000,000, It has just about a suffi- 
cient interest to be justified in deciding a tariff 
policy for New Jersey, with its 1,700,000 people. 
And yet it demands the power to declare a free 
trade policy for the whole country, with its 65,- 
000. 000 people. f 

Hut it may be that this section of the country 
may propose somethi that the majority should 
accept as for its good. What does it propose? 
Absolute free trade. 

Would Destroy Protection. 

It proposes the absolute destruction of the pro- 
tective system now existing in the United States. 
Mr. Cleveland, speaking for the Solid South, says 
this system should be destroyed because the tar- 
iff is a tax upon the American consumer in com- 
peting products and that it raises the prices of 
competing products by the amount of the tariff. 

Speaking for the Republican party, I say the 
tariff is not a tax upon the American consumer 
on competing products; that it does not raise the 
price of them by its own or any other amount. 
On the contrary, it reduces the prices by destroy- 
ing the foreign monopoly: by starting 
American competition against Europe and 
between Americans until the aggregate of this 
competition eliminates the profits unless im- 
provement sin the method of manufacturing are 
effected, which are so invariably accomplished 
that it may be stated us a rule that the higher the 
tariff the lower the price; the lower the 
tariff the higher the price. When there was no 
taritf prices were higher than they have been 
since; and if the tariff were so high that no for- 
signer could sell here anything we ourselves have 
to sell prices would be lower than they have ever 
been because of the difference in the compe-

Ex-Congressman Mason Satisfied the Re- 
publicans Will Carry the State. 

Ex-Congressaman William E. Mason re- 
turned from New York yesterday after having 
made twenty-one speeches in twenty-one days 
for Harrison and Reid, all but three of which 
were in New York City. He has come back 
fully convinced that the Republicans will carry 
New York and prepared to spend all the time 
between now and election in working for the 
interests of the Republican party in the State 
of Illinois.

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‘WIND PLAYS HAVOC IN THE VICIN- 
ITY OF NEW YORK. 


Four Killed and Many Injured by Falling 
Buildings in and Near Brooklyn—Prof. 
Pickering Urges the Placing of a Large 
Telescope at Arequipa, Peru—The Phil- 
adelphia Was Nearly Blown Up by That 
Explosion on Board Last Week A Jeve 
eler Leaves with Valuable Goods. 

New York, Sept. 26. — [Special. — The 
northwest wind that whistled over the house- 
tops in New York today and in the streets and 
blew ceaseless clouds of suffocating dust was 
a howling gale wherever along this coast 
there was nothing to break its savage fury. 
In unprotected places it blew down houses, 
uprooted trees, and whirled away fences. It 
drove steam boats together and others against 
their piers, and in the bay it raised the 
fiercest sea that has been seen there since the 
equinoctial storm of 1889, 

Four persons were killed in the buildings 
that it blew to pieces in the neighborhood of 
New York. Two were little boys, Who were 
caught and crushed in the midst of their 
childish amusements. Ten persons were in- 
jured, some so severely that they will not re- 
cover. In the eastern district of Brooklyn a 
partly finished building fell and killed two 
persons and injured a third. In Queens 
County, just outside of Brooklyn, another 
collapsing house crushed a workman, and in 
Long Island City a third of the flimsy struct- 
ures went down and killed one man and 
wounded several others, These are the killed:

PROF. PICKERING’S SUGGESTION. 


Advisability of Erecting a Large Telescope 
at Arequipa, Peru. 

New York, Sept. 26.—Prof. E. C. Pickering, 
the director of Harvard College Observatory, 
has issued a circular suggesting the placing of 
a large telescope on the Andes, near Arequipa, 
Peru, in which he says: a" 

Political or personal reasons rather than the 
most favorable atmospheric conditions have in 
almost all cases determined the site upon which 
telescopes have been located. The climate 
of Western Europe and of the eastern por- 
tion of the United States is not suited to good 
astronomical work, and yet these are the very 
countries where nearly all the largest ob- 
servatories of the world are situated. 

During the greater part of the year the sky of 
Arequipa is nearly cloudless. A telescope havi 
an aperture of thirteen inches has been — 
there and has shown a remarkable degree of 
steadiness in the atmosphere. Night after night 
atmospheric conditions vail which occur only 
at rare intervals, if ever, in Cambridge. 
Nearly all of the largest telescopes are north of 
the altitude 35°. None of the seventeen largest 
and only one of the _ fifty-three large 
telisco opes are south of this region. 
The Magellanic clouds, the great clusters in 
Centauris, Tucana, and Dorado, the variable star 
Argus, and the dense portions of the milky way, 
in rpius, Arguo, and Crux are included in this 
neglected region. 

Moreover, the planet Mars when nearest the 
earth is always far south. The study of the 
surface of this and of the planets is greatly im- 
peded by the unsteadivess of the air at most of 
the existing observatories. A series of telescopes 
of the largest size (including four of the six largest 
telescopes of the Lick, Pulkowa, United 
States Naval, and McCormick observatories) 
have been successfully made by the firm of Alvin 
Clark & Sons. Only one member of the firm now 
survives, Mr. Alvin G. Clark, and he expresses a 
doubt whether he would be ready to undertake 
the construction of more than one la 
telescope in the future. The glass is o 
tained with difficulty, and often only 
after a delay of years. A pair of discs of excellent 
glass, suitable for a telescope, having an aper- 
ture of forty inches, has been cast and can now 
probably be 113 — at $16,000. The expense of 
grinding and molding would be $92,000. A suit- 
able building would cost at least $40,000. If 
the sum of $200,000 could be provided it would 
permit the construction of this telescope, its 
erection in Peru, and the means of keeping at 
work for several years. Subsequently the 
other funds of this observatory would 
secure its permanent employment. Since 
a station is already established by this ob- 
servatory in Peru, 4 great saving could 
be effected in supervision and simi- 
lar expenses, whic would otherwise 
render a much larger outlay necessary. 
An opportunity is thus offered to a donor to have 
his pame permanently attached to a refracting 
telescope, which, besides being the largest in the 
world, would be more favorably situated 
than almost any other and would have a 
Held of work comparatively new. The numer- 
ous gifts to this observatory by residents of Bos- 
ton and its vicinity prevent the request for a gen- 
eral subscription, but it is believed that 
if the matter is properly presented some 
wealthy person may be found who would 
gladly make the requisite gift, in 
view of the strong probability that it will lead to 
a Goes advance in our knowledge of tiie heaven- 
ly bodies. Any one interested in this plan is in- 
vited to address the undersigned.

The tariff imposed on all manufactured articles 
(other than those which for good reasons are 
placed on the free list) should equal the differ- 
ence between the rate of wages paid in this and 
foreign countries, so far as labor enters into the 


cost of their production. 

The tariff will be for many years to come amply 
sufficient to afford incidentally all the protection 
which the most ardent advocate of the system 
can reasonably ask. . . The indirect benefit 
cannot well be avoided, and we do not seek to 
prevent it, but desire to facilitate it and render 
it effectual by the exercise of a proper discrimi- 
nation. We would discriminate in favor 
of American labor and Americanindustries. . . , 
The tariff on manufactured articles should, as a 
general rule, be larger where similar articles are 
manufactured in this country than where they are 


not.

BISHOP POTTER FAVORS SUNDAY OPEN- 
ING OF THE FAIR. 


The question of opening the World’s Fair 
on Sunday but not running the machinery is 
discussed by Bishop Potter of New York in 
the October Forum, who expresses himself un- 
equivocally in its favor. He advocates what 
all reasonable people advocate—a still Fair” 
on Sunday—and states his reasons for it in a 
good-tempered and forcible style. As a pref- 
ace to his argument the Bishop draws the 
following contrast between Sunday as origi- 
nally established and Sunday with its mod- 


ern accretions ’’: 

There can be little doubt that while the Chris- 
tian First day, or Sunday, took over from the 
Sabbath its venerable conception of a rest day, 
with its scarcely less venerable traditions of re- 
ligious worship, it dismissed on the one hand that 
earlier strictness that would not on the Sabbath 
day pull an ox or an ass from the pit into which 
it had fallen, nor pluck an ear of corn even to 
satisfy the most urgent demands of hunger, 
while, on the other, it imported into the day an 
element of gladness and festivity which made the 
Sunday of primitive Christianity in many re- 
spects not unlike our own Christmas or Thanks- 
giving day. What we who are native to America 
are most of all familiar with—its ascet- 
icism of domestic’ usage, its absolute pro- 
hibition not merely of amusement 
recreation (the two are very different things) 
Sunday, its dreary denial even of innocent 
occupations, its stern rebuke of the gayety and 
mirthfulness of children, its hard constriction of 
the domestic affections and of neighborly cour- 
tesies—by none of these characteristics were the 
Sundays of the first Christian centuries dis- 
tinguished. A true picture of them may by an- 
ticipation be found in the pages of the New Testa- 
ment itself, where Christ is found on one Sabbath- 
day healing a paralytic, much tothe disgust ofa 
ruler of the synagogue, who roundly denounces 
him; or on another dining with a Pharisee and 
making this kindly intercourse the means of the 
loftiest teaching, thus expressively proclaiming 
that humaner law which was to govern mea hence- 
forth in their observance of all holy days, whether 
Sabbaths or Sundays. 

From this general standpoint Bishop Potter 
goes on to argue that the way to get a good 
Sunday in this country is to open ail the doors 
which will teach men how to use Sunday with- 
out abusing it, such as the doors of museums, 
of libraries, and of picture galleries, which 
in his opinion would have an enlightening, 
refining, and instructive influence. Coming 
to the case in point, the opening of the Fair 
on Sunday, Bishop Potter says: 

And this would seem to indicate that, consist- 
ently with the scrupulous observance of Sunday 
as a day of rest, agreat assemblage of the achieve- 
ments of human art and industry might wisely be 
made a silent schoolroom of the progress of 
human civilization. Let the Colambian Exposi- 
tion proclaim by the hush of all its varied traffic 
and machinery—no wheel turning, no engine 
moving. no booth or counter open to buyer or 
seller, no sign or sound of business through all its 
long avenues, and, better still, by its doors closed 
till the morning hours of every Sunday are ended 
—that the American people believe in a day of 
rest. Butif there be those who would later seek 
its precincts to look, it may be, more closely at 
the handiwork of man, to study the progress of 


and mechanical achievements, and to recognize 
thus, it may easily be, in the study of such 
achievements, with Job, that thore is a spirit in 
man, and that the inspiration of the Almighty 
giveth him understanding — that certainly can be 
no unworthy use of some hours of our America's 
rest day. 

The Bishop further takes up the claim which 
has been made so frequently recently, that 
many of those who are debarred from going 
to the Fair on Sunday will go to worse places, 
and calis attention to the precedent in Phila- 
delphia and the use that people made of their 
Sunday in that city who were shut out of 
the Exposition. He might have clinched tne 
case by calling attention to the position taken 
by the Wine and Spirits Gazette, the official 
national orgdn of the saloons, which urged 
the closing of tne Fair on Sunday, because 
otherwise it would be discrin.ina tion against 
the saloonkeepers. ‘lhe Bishop sums up his 
discussion with the declaration that every one 
must dispose of the Sunday question accurd- 
ing to the dictates of an enlighteaed judg- 
ment, and that no person shall be set down as 
godless and-wicked because he differs with 
others, who may be equally honest, in the 
manner of observing Sunday. If the study 
of the history and origin of Sunday, says the 
Bishop, makes plain to us the value of the 
day of rest, of worship, and no less of a cheer- 
ful and manly exercise of our Christian lib- 
erty in things indifferent in the observance 
of such a day, we may wisely consider 
whether a Sunday wisely guarded for such 
uses is not the best Sunday, alike for Exposi- 
tion times and fur all times.“ The cause of 
Sunday opening of the World’s Fair has 
gained a powerful advocate in Bishop Potter 
and his paper will attract wide attentfdn, so 
wide indeed that there can be little doubt the 
discussion which must inevitably be resumed 
will call the attention of Congress to the un- 
popuiar and indefensibie nature of the condi- 
tion it has imposed upon the officials of the 
Fair.

THE POPULARITY OF NIGHT. 

_Harper’s Weekly notes the fact of the or- 
ganization of a elub in New York which is to 
provide its members with acceptable enter- 
tainments between the hours of 10 and 1 at 
night as “an indication of the gradual fading 
out of any prejudices that may have hereto- 
fore obtained in this town in favor of the 
garish day.“ The Weekly in discussing the 
question says: 

There are twenty-four hours in the solar day, 
all of which are good and all valuable. Which are 
the best is a question that involves considerations 
of individual taste and of the uses to which it is 
proposed that they shall be put. The simpler so- 
ciety is the earlier hours it keeps, the more luxu- 
rious it grows, the later it goes to bed. From 
time immemorial there has been a popular feel- 
ing that the best use to which the later hours of 
the night can be put is sleep. How far that is 
a prejudice rooted far back in times 
when artificial light was scarce and dear is a 
mooted question which is easier discussed than 
determined. Ina variety of contemporary oc- 
cupations men are kept busy until the small 
hours, and in some of them all night long. But 
wages for night work are higher than for labor 
of the same duration in the daytime, and in that 
fact appears a practical concession of the superi- 
ority of daylight towork in. Whether it is in- 
trinsically better for purposes of teil or not, 
the vast majority of workers prefer it for those 
ends, and the demand for it being greater it is 
worth more. 


The change which the Weckiy notes is hard- 
ly occasioned by prejudice. It is rather one 
of the results of the growth of civilization. 
The old idea of going to bed with the chickens 
and rising with the larks grew out of the fact 
that in old times the opportunities for pleas- 
ure at nights were not as great as they are 
now. Hunting pleasure with a link, trying to 
enjoy yourself while you have to carry a lan 
tern, or indulging in hilarity by the light of 
candles involves an amount of laborious ex- 
ertion that takes off the edge of the 
amusement. If the old Romans had 
had our methods of modern ‘illumination 
they would not have gone to bed so early, and 
our grandfathers and grandmothers would 
often have made a night of it if they had haf 
electric lights. The daylight hours of the 
twenty-four are undoubtedly best adapted to 
work and in the excitement of modern com- 
petition those twelve hours are more and more 


given up to work. Hence the opportunities 


causing them to understand that they are to 
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and conveniences for getting about, This 
is fortunate, because the night is much 
better fitted for pleasure than the day and it 
will grow more and more so. Early to bed 
and early to rise is fast going out. It is not 
yet fully established that it makes town people 
healthy. That will always be a matter of dis- 
pute. That it makes them wealthy and wise 
is an old wives’ fable for the delusion of chil- 
dren, millions of whom have been induced to 
go to bed early by that false pretense 
and have grown up just as poor and 
silly as those who have been up at 
night, The world is outgrowing these ethical 
absurdities as well as that other one that the 
early bird catches the worm—a fate which the 
worm would have escaped had it not been 
abroad at that unseasonable hour. These 
adages have lost their terrors for the young, 
and the old know their absurdity. | 

There can be no doubt that the tendency of the 
town world is to keep later hours. The opera 
begins later. The dinner hour has advanced 
from noon to 60’clock, and itis now mov- 
ing steadily on towards 9. Hotels and 
some large restaurants are open all night. 
Balis begin at midnight, The economies in 
the useg of the hours are changing all round, 
and the division of the day for work 
and the night for play is becoming 
permanent. The perfection and extension 
of the electric light service will soon free us 
from dependence on the moon for light alto- 
gether, and the night hours will be as available 
as the day ones for all kinds of play and many 
kinds of work. The new club in New York, 
therefore, will not antagonize any prejudices, 
It is simply profiting by the advantages of 
new methods in the progress of civilization. 

The people who must go to bed eariy in 

order to rise early are the farmers, who can- 
not perform agricultural operations with ad- 
vantage in the night time, and they must rise 
early in the morning in order to accomplish 
a full day’s work. So that what is said in 
favor of night work or night amusement does 
not apply to the farmers’ vocation. 


SALOONS DUE TO THE APPETITE FOR 

: ALCOHOL. 

One of the commonest of human errors is 
to take the effect of a thing for the cause, and 
to lay all the blame on the former when it 
seems to be injurious. As ministers are men, 


they are not exeinpt from committing this 


logical error, and hence it is not surprising to 
see that the Rev. Mr. Gifford, whose sermon 
was printed in yesterday’s TripuNz, assumes 
that the saloon alone is the cause of the evils 
of alcoholism, instead of being the effect of 
the desire for liquor. If he had substituted 
the word “alcohol” for the word saloon 
whererer the latter occurs in his sermon, and 
had stated that the appetite for alcohol was 
the cause of its manufacture and cause of its 
sale, and that when that cause ceased the man- 
ufacture and sale would end spontaneously, 
he would have set the matter in its right light 
before his hearers. 

The great question is: The appetite for al- 
cohol—how can it be removed or lessened? 
Man has had it as far back as history or tradi- 
tion can trace him. One of the first things he 
did in the Old and the New World after he came 
to be something above a brute in intellect was 
to find for himself an alcoholic stimulant. Ac- 
cotding to the Bible, immediately after the 
flood Noah planted vines, made wine, drank 
it to excess, and got drunk. He was the type 
of all men at that remote period, who loved 
to drink. As there were no saloons each man 
made his own liquor and became intoxicated 


on his own premises, Aud that would be the 


case to a large extent today if the sa- 
loons were closed and the large distilleries 
shut up and free distillation allowed. 

Furthermore, there is no general agreement 
among men that this appetite for alcohol is a 
sin or evil if kept within moderation. 
There are many in this eountry who believe, 
some very strongly and others rather hesi- 
tatingly, that it would be better if men took 
no chances and let alcohol severely alone. 
Nearly all of those who hoid to such opin- 
ions can count at least two generations of 
ancestors born in the United States. But 
there are millions who thiuk that stimulating 
drink is not asin ora bad thing taken in due 
moderation, and who, while admitting the ex- 
istence of many drunkards, contend that 
their condition is their own fault. The ranks 
of these persons are reinforced yearly by 600. 
000 Europeans, nearly every one of whom 
thinks it is no more harmful to drink wine or 
beer than to drink coffee or tea. They settle 
principally in the large cities, and they and 
their children are practically the lawmakers 
for those municipalities, 

There are in Chicago 200,000 men who have 
an appetite for alcohol and who do not be- 
lieve that it is wrong forthem to gratify it. 
Because they have that appetite several thou- 
sand saloons exist to minister to it. “The ap- 


petite came first and the saloon followed in its 


wake. Therefore how are the saloons of Chi- 
cago to be closed and kept elosed and the sale 
of liquor in every form punished while the ap- 
petite of 200,000 men would remain and would 
be gratifled, as the drinkers would get liquor 
at any cost? Men would buy by the bottle or 
the jug instead of the glass, and there would 
be more home tippling. Evidently the appe- 
tite is the first thing to attack by tne re- 
forn.ers. 

Let us suppose that 20,000 or even 30,000 
voters in this city could be organized into a 
teetotal and anti-saloon political party, how 
would they prevent the other 175,000 voters 
from drinking in saloons? How would they 
prevent the 175,000 liquor-drinking voters 
from electing the city administrations, the 
county officers, all the Judges, the State’s-At- 
torneys, Sheriffs, all the administrators of the 
law, all the lawmakers of the country with 
a few exceptions, if any? How could the 
small minority abolish the saloons which were 
supported and defended by a vast majority of 


the adult male inhabitants of this city? -Those 


who make a profession of railing against 
the saloons never stop to consider the actual 
condition of things. There are three ways of 
dealing with the liquor question. 

The first is moral suasion, education, 
pointing out to young men the dangers of 
gratifying their alcoholic appetite. That has 
done in the past more good than any other 
agency. One hundred years ago, and even 
sixty, drinking was almost universal and fash- 
ionable in this country as well as in Europe. 
Ministers drank, often too much. Boys of 
12 or 14 went to the tavern to get their toddy, 
and their fathers did not regard it as wrong. 
The great change which has been wrought in 
American communities since, say, about 1832, 
is due to reasoning with men on the evils of 
alcoholic indulgence. 

The second agency has been laws for the 
punishment of drurkards and the repression 
and limitation and regulation of saloons— 
local option and high license laws to prevent 
the sale of liquorto minors and to increase 
the responsibility of saloonkeepers for dam- 
age done by the sale of liquor. These laws 
were all passed by the old parties, not one of 
them by the Prohibitionists. As the pressure 
of public sentiment increased the old party 
organizations went as far as they had popu- 
lar support touphold them. In Maine and 
iowa the Democrats passed prohibitory laws. 
The Republicans passed amendments to them 
and enacted such laws in seme other States.

when applied toa whole State, and can only 
be enforced in those counties where the ma- 


jority of the male adults believes in and will 


enforce them. 7 | 

The third agency is Dr. Keeley’s cure of 
inebriety. He observed that with the con- 
firmed drunkard the normal appetite had 
degenerated into a disease, and he discovered 
how to cure the disease and set the drunkard 
on his feet and clothed in his right mind 
again. Within eighteen months he has cured 
between 40,000 and 50,000 inebridtes—thou- 
sands of them most desperate cases. He has 
proven that all men who are addicted to 
alcoholism can have their diseased appetites 
cured, 82 

But while public sentiment, the old parties, 
and medical skill have done so much, the pro- 
fessional drys who have lett the old parties 
and set upa political organization of their own 
have accomplished nothing to stop drinking or 
cure the appetite for liquor. They have passed 
no laws and reformed no inebriates. Their 
secession has retarded the progress of temper- 
ance, for they have thrown away the influence 
which they could have exerted on the old 
parties had they remained within them, and by 
their bitter and violent attacks on the latter 
have aroused a spirit of unfriendliness and 
resentment, Those whom the drys speak of 
as tools of Satan are not likely to go out 
of their way to do what the drys want done 
under a fire of abuse, detraction, and vilifica- 
tion.

ALLEGED RAILROAD EXTORTION, 

A decided sensation has been. made in Ger- 
many by the publication of an article in the 
Vossische Zeitung setting forth that American 
railways and oxpress companies are conspiring 
to compel intending German exhibiters at the 
Columbian Exposition to pay the exorbitant 
rate of $3 per hundred weight for the trans- 
portation of goods from New York to Chicago. 
The publication has created much excitement 
among these exhibiters, and the Imperial Ger- 
man Commissioner is trying to find what 
foundation there is to the report and to make 
some satisfactory arrangements relative to 
transportation, which, it is needless to say, if 
not done, will materially diminish the German 
exhibit and bar out some of the most attractive 
of the German products. 3 

The report of the intended overcharge, 
which would be an extortionate swindle, it is 
to be hoped is not true. The charge made by 
the German paper quoted above may be en- 
tirely un founded. If it be true, however, it 
may be taken for granted that it will serious- 
ly injure the Fair, harm the blind, greedy cor- 
poration, and do mischief all round, for if 
they should overcharge the German they will 
overcharge all the foreign exhibiters. The 
roads thus far have not exhibited 
a specially friendly spirit towards the 
World's Fair in charging full rates 
on freight and high fares. It begins to look 
as if they were acting on the Vanderbilt senti- 
ment—the Fair be d— d, make all you can 
out of it. But this kind of sentiment will not 
go. It is short-sighted from a business point 
of view. It will exasperate the public, keep 
away exhibiters and visitors, and damago the 
Fair. So far as the roads are concerned it 
will damage them, for greed always over- 
reaches itself. 

The roads must put down their freight rates 
and fares to reasonable tigures. They must 
accommodate the public to their utmost ex- 
tent, and they must show a friendly spirit to- 
wards the Exposition. That policy will re- 
dound to their profit, while any attempt to 
profit by the necessities of the Fair will cer- 
tainly result in a loss to them. Human 
avarice is one of the worst of the 
passions, It never pays. Deal fairly 
with the public and the public will deal 
generously in return. As to the charges of 
extortion to be practiced on foreign exhibiters, 
the Fair directors should join the German 
officials in getting at the bottom of them. If 
they are found to be correctly stated, then the 
directors should issue a most vigorous pro- 
test against the alieged extortion and robbery. 
They can stop it if they try. The railroad cor- 
porations, if so disposed, can do a great work 
in securing the success of the Fair by reason- 
able rates and at the same time enhance their 
own interests. They are very short-sighted if 
they do not see it themselves.

They are 
willing to use smoke-burners, sume of them 
say, and they will put them in when they 
finc a chance to doso. This is notably the 
excuse given by some of the electrical com. 
panies. The city has been averse to — 
ently prosecu whom they believe 
will really cure rstacks. A policy is now 
one considered the effect of the adoption of 
which will possibly be to induce these peo 
to find time to immediately cure their chim- 
neys. This policy involves the submitting of 
a proposition to the smokers that they burn 
hard coal, coke, or any other smokeless fuel 
until they are enabled to equip their planta 
with abating devices. As an impetus to the 
accepiance of the offer they will be informed 
that they may choose between it and the in- 
cessant prosecution until the nuisance is 
finally removed. 

Secretary Phelps said yesterday that this 
course had not been decided on, but that it 
was being seriously considered. 

Hard coal is now being burned temporarily 
in one soft coal plant for the purpose of abat- 
ing smoke while changes are being made. 
This is the Boston Store plant. ro 
tors wrote the Smoke vention . 
stating in effect that their chimney was liab 
to smoke for a few days, but rather than have 
it do so they would use coal. 

If the society and the city requires the bad 
smokers to use smokeless fuel until they can 
put devices in, the latter will soon be b ht 
to time, said a man interested in the — 
question. lant whose chimneys are 
among the worst in town would have to pa 
an addition of $4.50 a day for fuel, if hard — 
were used.

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JOHN DREW MAKES HIS DEBUT IN 
“THE MASKED BALL.” 


Is Warmly Greeted by a Large and 
Fashionable Audience at the Columbia 
Recommended Not Merely by the Ac- 
cident of Birth but by His Own Clever 
Acting—The Play Decidedly French and 
Racy but Dull and Insipid at Times 
Some of the People Present. 

Prince of the blood in the theatrical world 
is John Drew, who made his début as an inde- 
pendent comedian at the Columbia. Son of 


that John Drew whose portrayals of Irish }- 


character made him famous in a bygone gen- 
eration, and son of that actress who—happily 
still living —brings to the latter part of the 
nineteenth century the art and manners of 
England in the eighteenth, this young actor, 
on account of his ancestry, would be entitled 
in his present departure to warm encourage- 
ment if he had not already earned it by his 
work as the leading member of the most noted 
American company. 5 

The brilliant assemblage which welcomed 
him last evening was not insensible to these 
considerations; but perhaps it more vividly 
realized that its applause was a tribute not 
only to artistic gifts but also to personal 
worth, the two being enhanced by a rare 
degree of modesty. The reception was one in 
its intense kindliness which might reward an 
actor for a lifetime of effort, instead of 
being, as it was, a pleasant voyage!“ to one 
venturing on the sea of public favor. 

Mr. Drew was kept bowing several minutes 
when he entered the first. scene of The 
Masked Ball.“ This piece was written for 
him by Messrs. Bisson and Carr’, and re- 
touched by Mr. Clyde Fitch. Mr. Fitch did 

-mot try to adapt the story to American condi- 
tions, but left the personages their French 
identity. Thoroughly French it was found to 
be, in its triviality, its volatility, and its mild 
taste of naughtiness, as if a few drops of absinthe 
had found their way iuto a glass of milk. Anda 
milk · And · watery draught it proved to be, with the 
exception of this slight flavoring. 


The Star, Not the Play, Drew. 

Half of the first act was merely explanatory 
and prepared the audience for the complications 
towards the middle of the play. There were a 
few hearty laugbs before the curtain fell, but the 
audience, with an enthusiasm which was entirely 
awakened by the star and not by his play, called 
him no less than five times to bow his acknowl- 
edgments to the continued applause. 

The piece is so slight an affair, of the bubble oraer, 
and there are so few persons engaged in it that at 
this period it afforded in its littleness a strong 
contrast to the large theater, the immense audi- 
ence, and the general enthusiasm. 

The second act, however, dissipated the fears 
that the squid of a play would sputter and go out. 
There were tedious moments, as in the first act, 
but they merged into scenes of genuine hilarity, 
which were ridiculous. but for that reason in- 
offensive. Here retribution began to overtake 
Mr. Drew, who in a love affair had been traitor to 
a friend, after the fashion of John Alden. The 
subplot concerned itself with a low comedy cou- 
ple, played by Miss Virginia Buchanan and Harry 
Harwood. Tne jealous and scolding wife of 
Miss Buchanan was too familiar a personage of 
farce to be entirely agreeable, though the actress 
played it conscientiously. The authors, of course, 
designed it as a foil. Mr, Hardwood, however, 
enacted the patt of the henpecked husband with 
considerable broad humor. Mr. Drew, who en- 
joyed thie domestic infelicities of the old 
couple, was called upon in his turn 
to suffer torments which kept the 


vast audience in a state of ecstatic laughter. | 


The climax of the comical misunderstandings at 
this point was a counterfeit tipsy scene by Miss 
Maude Adams, who played the part of the young 
wife whom John Drew had so treacherously won. 
in less skillfal hands than hers this scene might 
have been coarse, but she treated it so delicately 
that she brought out its humor without vermit- 
ting it to become vulgar. It was a merry ending 
to an entertaining act. and will probably save 
the farce from expiring from inanition, 


Was Somewhat Attenuated. 

The third act—there were only three—was some- 
what attenuated. The authors had distributed 
what comical force was ut their disposal where it 
would do the most good. That so tenuous a tale 
as that of Tue Masked Ball could be expanded 
over three acts was enough to puzzle a spectator 
who had been beguiled through three acts and 
was, nevertheless, pleasantly entertained. 

In the matter of acting there was nothing par- 
ticularly brilliant, and yet it was adequate. The 
whole interest, of course, was centered on John 
Drew, who was the John Drew of scores of Mr. 
Daly’s laughing successes. He was the 
same reservéd actor as of old, indulging 
in his old confidences with the audience 
which only so modest a comedian could; indulge 
in with impunity. His well-brushed hair was as 
usual the thermometer of his feelings. One may 
visit any performance in which Mr. Drew has a 
part and tell by the confusion of his hair at what 
exact point the action has arrived. When he 
ruffles one side of his locks the plot is getting in- 
teresting, and when his sleek head is in wild dis- 
order the climax has been reached. 

“The Masked. Ba!l” does not afford a test to 
determine whether Mr. Drew will be a fixed star 
in the sky of comedy. Eschewing prophecy, which 
is always dangerous, one would say that in “The 
Masked Ball he has cleverly enacted the part 
that feli to him; but it will require much more 
pronounced roles than that of last evening, and 
severai of them, to prove that he has the in- 
describable charm which sometimes makes one 
performer equal to a whole company of artists. 
Mr. C. Leslie Allen and Mr. Harold Russell deserve 
a word in addition to those already mentioned 
for parts that were creditably performed. 

At the close of the last act Mr. Drew was called 
before the curtain. He was warmly applauded 
and bowed his thanks to the vast audi- 
sence. ‘Bows, however, would not suffice. 
The cry, “A speech!’ went up and was 
repeated till the - gallery echoed back 
the demand. Mr. Drew was loath to respond, but 
was compelled to. Blushing in his confusion he 
essayed lines that were not written for him, and 
thanked his admirers heartily for their apprecia- 
tion and good-will. 

A decidedly fashionable audience greeted Mr. 
Drew, and among the feminine portion of ita 
pretty and dressy one. Light costumes, tlower- 
decked bonnets, and a generally gala atmosphere

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| QUIT THE DEAD WARD 


STANHOPE HAS LEFT THE SCENE 
OF HIS HEROIC TESTS. 


Some of Those in the Place Have Recov- 
ered Sufficiently te Be Removed, but 
One Dies as He Writes His Letter — Er- 
nest Hart, an Authority on Cholera, Be- 
lieves the Correspondent’s Tests Have 
Proven the Haffkine Virus Is a Sure 
Preventive of the Plague.

re: 

Here Isit among sick, Alas! most of them 
are dying. It is probably my last day among 
them. The cholera is getting much lighter. 
Even Ward F discharged two patients this 
evening as convalescent. This is a 
present victory. At this moment 
I feel almost sad at leaving the 
poor, haggard-looking faces, so many of them 
imprinted with the blue-gray grip of death. 
Let me at this moment bear witness to the 
devotion which has been shown by the doctors 
and sick nurses in these trying times. 


of them German ones, have attacked them 
and broadly accused the hospital authorities 
of negligence. I have had an excellent op- 
portunity of judging how the sick were looked 
after. No other correspondent ever had such 
a chance, and the Herald can conscien- 
tiously say that from Prof. Rumpf down- 
wards the doctors ahd nurses have done their 
work with heroic devotion. True, there may 
have been delays at first on days when the 
carriages containing the sick blockaded the 
road leading to the hospital as far as you 
could see. These were awful times and no 
human forethought could grapple with such a 
rush. But almost superhuman efforts were 
made, and in a very short time the organiza- 
tion was complete. There were in those days 
as many as 600 patients received in twenty- 
four hours, and the rumble of sick carriages 
ceased neither day nor night. The doctors 
were worked nearly to death and looked like 
ghosts. The scene was like that in a field of 
battle. All the sick could not be attended to 


at once. That was all. 

Talk about heroes! J know none greater 
than Dr. Mauchnt, who has worked here in 
Ward F day and night. He has been on hand 
not only in this, but in two other wards. I 
can best speak of his work in this special 
ward, He has toiled incessantly, 
always with kindly words of en- 
couragement to the poor devils. I 
use this term in a most respectful manner to 
those whose lives were ebbing away, but whose 
senses were soothed by a few gentle words full 
of patience, firmness, and devotion. Now he 
looks almost as ill as those he attends. His is 
but one shining example among many others. 
So, too, of the nurses. Nearly all except my- 
self have had choleraic symptoms. 

Suffered No Choleraic Symptoms. 

I have verified this. I have questioned a 
number of nurses, and may draw atteation to 
the absence in my case of any choleraic symp- 
toms. Ihave had headache and experienced 
a certain weariness, but that is proba- 
bly owing to the foul atmos- 
phere in which I have lived in 
this ward and the lack of the usual out-of-door 
hard exercise to which I am accustomed. 
This says a world for Haffkine’s preventive. 

Having in my early days here intro- 
duced you to Ward F, let me now 
give you a last glimpse of it. I am 
sitting at a table covered with 
bottles full of camphor, disinfectants, wine, 
brandy, chloroform, glasses, instruments, etc. 
Every now and again the doctors come in and 
give medicine and injections to the pa- 
tients. There are sixt en patients in 
frontof me. To the left is Witz, age 38 years, 
a cook by profession. Life has given him a 
poor chance. That look is upon him which 
we nurses know so well. It is the imprint of 
death. ' , 

Next to him is a sailor, aged 40 years. He 
was brought in this morning, very weak and 
a bad case. He had deen ill since 
yesterday. When you pinched his skin 
it remained erect and dry, failing in 
its functions. So also did tne muscles. You 
put your finger in them and the hole remained 
where you had touched. A couple of salt 
water infusions and Prof. Kleb’s injections 
seems to revive him. But I doubt his leaving 
Ward F. ; 

Erist Wegmoldt, aged 33 years, is a hopeless 
case. His eyes are glassy and wandering. He 
has been in a delirium for three days. He is 
an alcoholic. With alcoholics we can do 
nothing. His cheeks are puffed. He raves 
for the lack of his usual stimulant. He is akum- 
mel drinker. Kummel is the cure of the poor 
here. They get a bottle of it for two groschen 
(5 cents). 

There lies Kacketann, aged 38, a laborer. 
He is a three days’ case. A hard struggle he 
is making with the terrible pest: He came 
here in a high fever. His temperature is 
good. Will he pull through? It is doubtful, 
very. - Allgroer Lightermann, 33 years old, is 
next. His temperature is going down, down, 
down. He has drank the poisonous Elbe 
water, but won't own it. He is alive but 
doomed, 

Next is Holtthardt, casus gravissimus, aged 
83 years, a gardener. He is alive, but death 
is sure to come during the night. The doc- 
tors say that cholera is in the earth as well as 
in the water. He has dug it up. He 
is now merel interesting as a man 
who has had eleven liters of salt water in- 
jected into his veins, He breathes. How 
long he will breathe is merely a matter of a 
few hours. A card has already been sent to 
his family announcing the approach of death. 
A widow and children will weep for him. 

His neighbor is Theodore Mary, another 
casus gravissimus, 50 years old, whois as cold 
as stone. I can feel neither pulse nor temper- 
atureof any account. He has said scarcea 
word since he was brought here. When I take 
his hand and pat it he pens his eyes, He is 
grateful, but there is a look of lost hope in 
those eyes. 

Next are two beds. What a relief. How are 
you, Becker?“ Es geht ganz gut, he re- 
plies, and he looks it. With g pulse, good 
courage might come out ahead. He 
is 26 and a coachman, a handsome youth who 
deserves to live, for he has a fine disposition. 

Delicate-looking Goldsmith, 32 years old, 
has also a fresh look in the midst’ of his com. 
pany. He was always good-mannered. Now 
both he and Becker are ordered into the con- 
valescent ward. How happy they look! It 
does one’s heart good. So I sit on Becker’s 
bed arid congratulate both of them. I am as 
happy as they are. Their happiness knows no 
bounds.

RECORD OF THE PEST IN HAMBURG. 


In Five Weeks There Have Been 17,157 
Cases and 7,339 Deaths. 
iSPRBOIAL CABLE. | 

Hamsura, Sept. 26.—The New York Her- 
ald’s European edition will publish tomorrow 
the following from its correspondent here: 

There were reported to the Statistical Bu- 
reau yesterday 126 cases of cholera and 47 
deaths, of which 56 cases and 16 deaths oc- 
curred previpusly, showing an increase of 45 
cases aud adecrease of 2 deaths. The in- 
crease of cases was to be expected owing to 
yesterday being Sunday, when there is only 
one mail. The police conveyed 71 persons to 
the hospital and buried 19 bodies, which is a 
decrease of 5 buried and an increase of 1 
death. The total forthe fifth week of the 
epidemic is 1,233 cases and 538 deaths, a de- 
crease as compared with the fourth week of 
1,163 cases and 385 deaths, The total for the 
first five weeks of the epidemic is 17,157 cases 
and 7,339 deaths.

DR. ELMER LEE AT MOABIT HOSPITAL. 


The Chicago Physician Studying Cholera 
at Berlin—New Cases and Deaths. 

Berxiy, Sept. 26.—The cholera wards of the 
Moabit Hospital were visited today by Dr. 
Elmer Lee of Chicago, whose system for the 
treatment of cholera has had tavorable results 
in Russia, where it was adupted in the hos- 
pitals in St. Petersburg. Only two of the 
Moabit Hospital wards were occupied by 
cholera patients, of whom there were twelve 
under treatment. They were all convalescing, 
With the exception of one suspected case 
taken to the hospital today no new cases have 
been reported since Saturday. Prof. Gutt- 
man, director of tho Moabit Hospital, said 
there was absolutely no danger of the disease 

becoming epidemic here even though the 
Spree was infected. A few cases, he added, 
might occur among the careless bargemen on 
the river, but the water supply of the city had 
been examined and found to be perfectly safe. 

St. Petrerssvure, Sept 26.—The official 
cholera returns for yesterday give the number 
of new cases as seventeen and the deaths as 
ten. Compared with Saturday’s figures this 
is a decrease of fifteen cases and an increase 
of five deaths. 

Havre, Sept. 26.—The number of new cases 
of cholera reparted in this city yesterday was 
four. Five deaths from the disease were also 
reported. 

ANTWERP, Sept. 26.—Not a single case of 
cholera has been reported in this city in two 
days, and it is considered that the disease has 
come to an end here. 5 

Bnussklas, Sept. 26.—One case of cholera 
was reported in this city today. At Molhem- 
Bolleeck, a village eight miles northwest of 
Brussels, four cases were reported.

NO CHOLERA IN NEW YORK BAY. 


All Ships, the Camp, and the City Free 
* from the Pest. 

New York, Sept. 26.— The Board of Health 
posted the following bulletin at 10 o’clock this 
morning: 

No cases of cholera in this city since the last 
bulletin. 

“Cholera is over, and at present the 
Port of New York is free from the disease, 
was the cheerful report of Dr. Jenkins this 
noon when he returned from the islands down 
the bay, accompanied by Dr. Sternberg, for 
the first time since the Moravia arrived, Aug. 
30. There are no cases of cholera in quaran- 
tine. It is four weeks since the cholera scare 
began, and it is now substantially over. There 
are only a few ships on their way to this port 
with immigrants, and they are coming from 
the Mediterranean ports. 

The North German Lloyd steamer Saale, 
from Bremen via Southampton, with 323 
cabin passengers, arrived at the upper quar- 
antine at 6 o’clock this evening. ere was 
no sickness during the voyage. The Guion 
line steamer Arizona, . and 
the Anchor line steamer Anchoria, from Glas- 
gow, were released from quarantine this after- 
noon. Among the arrivals at upper quaran- 
tine this morning is the Red Star liner 
Pennland with 210 cabin passengers on board. 
It reported all well. The steamer Wyoming, 
that has been held in ig&er quarantine for 
several days owing to aths of the two 
little children on board and their mother on 
Swinburne Island, was released today and 
allowed to go to its dock. The oiltank Elise 
Marie from Hamburg was released at 10a. m. 
The steamer Servia was released from quar- 
antine this morning and proceeded to ite dock. 


Must Land American Citizens. 

Wasuinetox, D. C., Sept. 26.—Assistant 
Secretary Spaulding telegraphed the Collector 
of Customs at Boston this morning as follows: 

Department advised 200 American citizens on 
the Cunard steamer Mariothen in perfect health 
fourdays in quarantine.

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MURDER AND SUIC 


EVIDENCE OF A TERRIBLE CRIME | 


FOUND IN LONDON, 


Dr. Heron's Mistress, Marion Sharpe, For- 
merly an Actress, Found Dead—She Was 
Probably Poisoned—The Doctor Then 
Kills Himself—Squadron O of the Life 
Guards at Windsor Mutiny, Destroy 
Their Saddles, and Hiss Their Captain— 
Pilgrimage to Rome Postponed.

Lonpon, Sept. 26.—Lovers of sensation and 
scandal are now much interested in a double 
tragedy. Marion Sharpe, once known on the 
stage as Ruby Russell, and Dr. Woodburn 
Heron, an army surgeon, are both dead. 
They lived together until Tuesday. It is 
known Heron committed suicide, because, it 
is Suspected, he murdered his mistress. Ex- 
actly how she came to her death is not known. 

Dr. Heron was a surgeon in the Colonial 
Department and was tall, finely proportioned, 
and handsome, He was 35 years old. In 188i, 
when Heron was health officer in Jamaica, his 
wife died suddenly. About three years later 
he returned to England. He met Marion 
Sharpe, or Ruby Russell, early in 
the spring of 1891, at the Gaiety, 
where she had got an engagement 
after having served some time as Mabel 
Love’s understudy in a Drury Lane panto- 
mime, The girl was but 18 years old. She 
was extremely pretty, vivacious, and well 
formed. A few weeks after Heron met her 
he induced her to quit the stage and live with 
him. When Heron was appointed to office in 
He 
introduced her to his acquaintances in the 
colony as his wife, and their life ther 
seemed to be exceptionally happy. He re- 
turned to London with her last July, and for 
several weeks they boarded in hotels. Sept. 9 
he took apartments on Lillie road, near 
Brompton, in the vicinity of the Wild West 
show, Persons in the neighborhood say that 
he and the girl were‘seen daily in the street 
together and seemed to be completely devoted 
to each other. 

Tuesday evening the girl retired soon after 
dinner. Five minutes after she left him, he 
then said, Heron found her dyingin her room. 
He shouted fur help and summoned three phy- 
sicians. Medical treatment was without ef- 
fect upon her. She developed peculiar syin 
toms, which the physician who remained with 
her all night was unable to explain, and at 5 
o’clock she died. ‘Throughout the presence of 
the physicians she was unconscious, so no 
statement could be obtained from her. Heron 
suggested that she had a clot of blood on the 
brain. The whole affair was kept secret until 
tho inquest Saturday. Then Heron appeared 
at such a disadvantage that he excited A tap de 
picion of the Coroner. He had hardly taken 
the stand before he began to cry like 
a woman, became hysterical, and protested in- 
coherently his love for his dead mistress. He 
said that Ruby Russell had often threatened 
to commit suicide, but he thought she did not 
mean it. He was not aware at the timeof 
her death that there was poison in the house, 
although he feared that she had poisoned her- 
self. hen cross-examined he admitted that 
there was poison in the bedroom. He said 
that he had forgotten about it. 

He said, in answer to the Coroner’s ques- 
tion, that he acknowledged the sudden death 
of his wife in Jamaica had been so suspivious as 
to require an inquest. There was a sensation 
among the jurors, but further inquiry was 
stopped by the announcement of the Coroner 
that a post-mortem examunation of the girl’s 
body had shown it to be perfectly thy. 
Then, adding that the cause of death was a 
mystery to be solved only by the analysis of 
the stomach, the Coroner adjourned the in- 
quest for three weeks in order that the results 
of the analysis might be laid before the jury 
before the giving of a verdict. Heron was 
visibly agitated by all this, and left the room 
pale and trembling. . 

From the inquest Heron must have gene 
directly to his apartments on Lillie Road. He 
shaved off his mustache and then went to a 
Craven street hotel. He wrote until late Sat- 
urday night. Sunday he arose early, dis- 

atched several messages, lingered around the 

ront of the house a short time, and then went 
breakfastless to his room. This was at 10 
o’clock. He took a heavy dose of morphine, 
but apparently the effect was too slow in com- 
ing, for he went to the glass and cut a gash in | 
his throat. This was shown by a bloody razor 
on the bureau and the blood that spurted on 
bureau and glass. He placed a pillow on the 
floor, sat beside the wash-basin, and Jay down 
to bleed to death. The gash apparently was 
not deep enough to hasten his death, as he 
wished, so he inflicted a deeper one with a 
second razor, which he left on the floor be- 
side him. While dying he scribbled with a 
pencil on the margin of a newspaper: 

I loved my darling and she loved me. I am 
glad that [ soon shall meet her again. 

When the door of the room was burst in at 
4 o0’clock Heron had been dead at least four 
hours. On the bureau was a letter describing 
his plan of suicide, and the condition of the 
room showed that he had adhered to it. Other 
letters which he left will be withheld until the 
inquest, Thursday. One of them contains 
a expressions which migh* be inter- 
preted as a partial acknowledgment of crime. 
One such expression is: 

I would rather die than face it out. 

This is interpreted either as a virtual con- 
fession that he poisoned the Russell girl, or as 
merely an expression of his shame in conse- 
quence of the exposure of his liaison. The 
opinion of men at work on the case is that he 
gave the girl a mixture of various poisons 80 
as to blind the physicians with the peculiarity 
of her symptoms. His reason for wishing to 
kill her is a mystery, for everything learned 
concerning their life together goes to show 
that they were deeply attached to each other.

The Hawthorne judges announced last 
night that Jockey Mara, who rides for A. G.

The Saratoga judges found it necessary to 
punish both Aug. 24 last fora race in which 
Bassanio, a hot favorite, was pulled by Mara 
to allow Lijero, Blakely up and at 244 to 1, to 
win. Biakely was also ruled off last winter at 
Gutten burg for queer riding on the hurdle racer 
Benefit. But it seems inconsistent that Mara 
should have been punished yesterday for an 
offense committed Sept. 15—for which he was 
to have been fined $100—and for last Satur. 
day’s foul, which was not noticed because his 
horse was declared the winner at the time 
even though a claim of foul was made. The 
ruling was as untimely as was the reitistate- 
ment of Jockey Tom Griffin after his foolish 
work on L. J. Knight last Saturday. 

There are other directions in which judicial 

authority might well be exercised and is not. 
There are some horses running in sleepy fash- 
ion at the track. To be more explicit, it may 
be said that Royal Flush, owned by the Ar. 
kansaw Stable, has not been out for more 
than exercise for some time. He had a 
healthy gallop in the first yesterday. The 
colt is owned by Henry Stover, a turfman of 
shady reputation. Bookmaker Leo Mayer is 
said to own a $1,500 interest in the colt, which 
cost Stover $2,600 orso. If his owners are 
honest the colt is a most dishonest one, and the 
judicial power should be used to reform or 
retire him.

LANDED M’CAFFERTY. 


FOR QUEER RIDING ON FRED TARAL 


HE IS SUSPENDED. 


The Western Horse Was Favorite, Got Off 
Last, and Never Got Near the Front— 
Banquet Easily Defeats Reckon—Par- 
venu, Marcellus, Mordette, Kildeer, and 
. Chesapeake Were the Other Gravesend 
Winners—Tuesday’s Entries and Pool- 
ing—Gloucester Racing Results. 


Nzw York, Sept. 26.—[Special. Dull and 
eventful was the racing at Gravesend, whole- 
sale scratching almost ruining the fields in 
four of the six events. Two of the favorites 
won, but as every one of them was odds on 
they did little or nothing in the way of cheer- 
ing the backers. Jockey John McCafferty 
was disciplined by the * for his riding of 
his horse Fred Taral in the selling race at 
three-quarters of a mile. The horse wasa 
popular favorite at 2 to 1, being heavily 
backed by a majority of the crowd. Key West 
at 3 to 1 and Helen Rose at 4 to 1 were next in 
favor. There was a delay of more than half 
an hour at the post, and when the flag fell 
Fred Taral was last, and there he remained 
to the finish. Lyceum had a good lead to 
the last furlong pole, where Mordotte, 
an 8 to 1 shot, came with a rush from 
the ruck and beat him out by a good half 
length. Lyceum was three lengths in front 
of Lallah, who was so thoroughly despised 
that 200 to 1 could be obtained against her 
straight and 20 and 30 to 1 ** one, two, three. * 
As Fred Taral had shown some speed i 2 
his previous races the judges decided that 
running today merited suspicion, and — 
suspended McCafferty pending an in vestiga- 
tion by the Board of Control. McCafferty 
said in explanation afterward that Hazelhurst 
had collided with his horse, almost sending 
him to the ground, just as the flag feil, and 
that he was never afterward able to get into 
his stride. 

Parvenu frightened out all but two com- 
petitors in the mile dash, first on the card, and 
he so far outclassed them that he was favorite 
at 1 to 30. He waited in the rear until Laugh- 
ing Water had tired herself out setting the 
pace for half a mile, and then galloping to 
the front won under a double pull by three parts 
of alength from Roller, who was flogged out. 
Laughing Water was twenty lengths away. 

The six furlong dash for 2-year-olds brought out 
a field of seven, with Lottery Maguate Mor- 
ris’ colt Rainbow favorite at 9 to 5, and Marceilus 
strongly supported at 2 to 1. Very badly ridden 
by Littlefield, Rainbow, like Fred Taral, was last 
most of the way, but as Littlefield’s employer is 
a member of the Board of Control, the judges 
did not see fit to suspend him as they did Me- 
Cafferty, who will have to shift for himself. Mar- 
cellus led from flag to finish, winning easily by 
two lengths. Philanthropist, a 10 to 1 chance, 
was second, the same distance in front of Ves- 
pasian. 

Banquet Easily Defeats Reckon. 

Although Banquet had only Reckon and Willie 
L. to contend against in the handicap at a mile 
and a quarter, the bookmakers laid as gooda 
price as 4to5 against him, and he closed at 7 to 
10. He should have been a 1 to 10 favorite, as the 
race showed. Reckon ran herself out in trying 
to get the lead away from the lightweighted 
Willie L. in the first three-quarters. Then Ban- 
quet, who had waited on them, shot to the front 
the moment Taral let out his wrap on him, and 
won under a pull by two lengths. Reckon was 
never able to get up to Willie L., and he beat her

DEATH OF PATRICK &, GILMORE. 


America Has Lost One of Its Most Pictur- 
- esque Musical Leaders. 

By the death of Patrick Sarsfield Gilmore 
there has passed away one of the most pictur- 
esque leaders in the American world of music. 
With no talent for composition, with but little 
talent even for adapting music, and without 
being in any sense a great musician or a lead- 
er who has contributed any serious effort to- 
wards the higher education of the people, he 
nevertheless was a prime favorite with the 
people of this country for over thirty years. 
If he was not an instructor, and even if his 
work is ephemeral, it still may be claimed that 
as a successfu' caterer to the entertainment of 
the people few conductors have been his 
e qual, 

From a boy Mr. iinore had been asso- 
ciated with military bands: He had had little 
or no experience with the higher work of the 
orchestra. He was with an English band in 
Canada in his boyhood and went to the sleepy 
but delightful old town of Salem, Mass., be- 
fore he was 21 and organized a brass band. 
Salem always has been one of the prominent 
musical centers of New England, but it was 
too small a place for this restless, ambitious 
Irishman. e soon went to Boston, where he 
organized Gilmore’s Band, which speedily 
made a national reputation. The new leader 
proved himself a worthy successor to Kendall. 
After some short tours the war broke out and 
he induced the band to go to the field with 
the Twenty-fourth Massachusetts Regiment. 
Later he was made master of all the bands in 
Louisiana by Gen. Banks. After the close of 
the war he was the projector of the colossal 
— jubilees hold in Boston in 1869 and 1872. 

‘hese jubilees, though they did little for mu- 
sic, were conceived upona colossal scale and 
enlisted the services of some of the most 
noted European bands as well as of such mu- 
sicians as Johann Strauss, Abt, Bendel 
Ara Goddard, Parepa-Rosa, and 
others. In the performance of 
lighter works they were specially 
noticeable and few of those who were present 
will forget the spectacle of Strauss leading 
1,000 instruments through the Blue Danube 
waltz or of Abt conducting his own song, 
When the Swallows Homeward Fly.“ with 
10,000 voices. When it came to the higher 
music, however, the huge aggregation of in- 
struments and voices was anything but effec- 
tive. Still the jubilees spread Gilmore’s naine 
far and wide and his reputation became inter- 
national. He improved this opportunity to 
make a successful foreign tour. On his return 
in 1873 he, was offered the leadership of the 
Twenty-second Regiment Band. Since then 
he has traveled all over the United States giv- 
ing concerts, and his name has become as 
familiar as a household word in festivals, con- 
certs, at seaside resorts and efpositions, and 
in great public celebrations. 

As a musician “picturesque” is the word 
which best describes him, and he sometimes 
carried that quality into the sensational, as 
when he utilized firing of arfillery and 
ringing of church bells and pounding of anvils 
to add noise to his playing. He was audacious 
to a degree and lacked the quality of reverence. 
He always looked to the entertainment of the 
people, andif he had thought it would en- 
hance their delight he would not have hesi- 
tated to arrange a symphony of Beethoven 
with artillery to mark the rhythm or to 
have accompanied the Largo of Handel 
with anvils. This was the secret 
of his popularity—his constant endeavor to 

give the masses what they wanted and to 
— them at whatever and be never 
ailed to succeed in doing it. No leader’s 
name was better known among the people, 
and no leader was more popular. To his 
other qualities as leader he udded marvelous 
industry, executiv I. — of a high order, 
successful organ avity, and the facult 
of attaching I yy men by strong an 
lasting pexsonalities. The latter characteristic 
was due to his genial, affable, and diplomatic 
disposition, in which respect he was the ideal 
of the refined Irish gentleman.

LINE OF MARCH TO JACKSON PARK. 


Plans Outlined by Gen. Miles for the Great 
Civic Parade. 

Gen. Miles outlined vesterday before the 
Council of Administration his line of march 
for the procession to Jackson Park Dedica- 
tion day. He has the assurance of Mayor 
Washburne, he said, that the streets will be 
well macadamized to the Fifty-seventh street 
entrance of Jackson Park. From that point 
Gen. Miles requests that the road to the front 
of the Woman's Building be macadamized 
and left free from obstruction. Thence 
south, leaving the Horticultural and Trans- 
portation Buildings on the right, to the 
south entrance of the Manufactures Building, 
the avenue should be macadamized to the 
width of thirty feet.

Customs Regulations at the Fair. 

Collector John M. Clark returned from 
Washington yesterday, where he had several 
lengthy interviews with Secretary Foster re- 
garding the customs regulations at the World’s 
Fair. Secretary Foster approved of the regu- 
lations as already made. They will be, in the 
main. about the same as those governing the 
handling of goods at the custom-bouse. 
There will be fifteen grand customs divisions 
each of which will be in charge of a Speci 
Treasury Agent. These agents will report to 
a chief of all the divisions. Each subordinate 
chief will have under him as many deputy in- 
spectors as experience will determine. Most 
of the inspectors will be appointed in Chicago. 


Liverymen Came to Time. .

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GRAND JURY DIVIDED. 


ITS MEMBERS NOT ALL SATISFIED 


WITH WOODMAN’S STORY. 


They Want More Corroborating Evidence 
of the Facts Set Forth in the Charge 
Made by the Justicb—- Where the “$4 
Change” Went To and the Effect of the 
Story Upon the Jury—Rumors of Whole- 

gale Subpewnas—Testimony in Favor of 
the Garfield Park Club Injunction. 

Willing bondsmen still hover within hailing 
distance of Michael C. McDonald, while his 
friends keep tab on the grand jury over in the 
old Detention Hospital. That body is grinding 
away on everyday cases, occasionally calling 
in a witness or two to pump them for a little 
more light on the subject of McDonald’s in- 
tentions on the occasions of his two visits to 
Justice Woodman’s home, on one of which 
the Justice says he paid him $300 for $17 worth 
of bail bonds. 

All sorte of rumors are flying about as to 
what the grand jury will or will not do. What 
it willdo is just now as much guesswork as 
speculation on thé results of the ponderings 
of a petit jury. 

It takes a vote of twelve inquisitors to order 
a true bill, and one of the jury said yesterday 
that there was a sufficient number of mem- 
bers of the body to prevent a majority from 
taking steps against McDonala. Their rea- 
son, he said, is that they are not entirely satis- 
fied with the story told by Woodman, the weak 
point being the lack of corroboration. 

Justice Woodman was before the jury again 
yesterday, with the clerk of his court, O. E. 
Sehwerein. They brought with them 
docket sheets and the records of the court iu 
the Garfield Park cases and the jurors made 
a study of the technical features of the story. 
Then Officers Whalen, artwright, Morgan, 
and Stratton were called in. They were of 
“the boys Mike McDonald told Justice 
Woodman to take out and treat on the 54 due 
him in change out of $70 which he 
gave the Justice for making out 
sixty-six bail bonds. The Justice, according 
to all the evidence so far, said he took the $4 
and the boys out to a convenient bar- 
room, and spent the money for two rounds of 
drinks, etc. They were atcompanied by Me- 
Donald on the trip to the saloon. Yesterday 
the officers admitted having participated in 
both rounds at a round, but they lared 
that the Justice paid for only one of them and 
that McDonald settled for the other. The 
question then was what became of the other 
$2?

It was 
also rumored that Mayor Washburne and 
General Superintendent of Police McClaughry, 
who are both absent from the city, Ed Corri- 
gan, Jim Burke, and others were to be brought 
before the jury to see ifthat body could get 
any further enlightenment on the subject of 
the alleged $50,000 bribe, wild talk of which 
has been on the wing for some time. But 
one of the jurors said this talk was all non- 
sense, and that the. $50,000 story had never 
even been discussed in the jury room. 


IN FAVOR OF THE RACE TRACK, 


Testimony in the Garfield Park Club’s Ap- 
plication for Injunction. 

Yesterday’s testimony before Master in 
Chancery Hiram Barber was designed to show 
that the maintenance of the Gartield Park 
club’s racing track enhanced the value of 
West Side property as well as to establish the 
contention that the reputation of the track 
was irreproachable. 

William L. Parks, James M. Parnie, A. 
Wintermute, and Col. Clark were the princi- 
pal witnesses of the morning. The feature of 
the forenoon was the effort of Mr. Sullivan to 
show that Corrigan couspired with the Chief 
of Police and others to hurt Garfield Park, 
using as his tool Mr. Wintermute, who ap- 
peared as the complainant in an action against 
the park in Judge Tuley’s court last year. 
The evidence was ruled out by the Master. 

The afternoon sitting began at 2:15 e’clock. 
Leslie E. McLeod,a newspaper-man, gave tes- 
timony tending to establish the good reputa- 
tion of the Garfield Park club, its officials, 
and its methods. Charles Moore, No. 192 
Washington street, believed that it improved 
the market in horses. Eugene Baseler, No. 
674 West Madison street, had never heard cum- 
plaints as to the honesty of the races, Will- 
iam Lanze, No. 660 Jackson boulevard, had 
never heard complaint and thought the bet- 
ting made the races interesting. 

John H. Condon, No, 2128 Lexingtoh street, 

was able to let rooms and believed that the 
races were beneficial to the fesidents. 
M. H. Riley, a plumber, No. 517 West Mad- 
ison street, had put in $20,000 worth of im- 
provements at the track. His property was 
not injured, and he had heard his neighbors 
say that they would move away if the track 
was discontinued.

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ILLINOIS cRAHRAL REPORT FOR 
THE YEAR ENDED JUNE 30. 


Gross Earnings Have Been Larger than 
in Any Previous Year—Cost of Opera- 
tion Has Also Largely Xncreased—Busi- 
ness Affected by the Floods Last Spring 
—East-Bound Shipments Last Week 
Held Their Own—Other News ‘of the 
Railroads— Notes. 

The annual report of the Illinois Central 
railroad company for the forty-second fiscal 
year, ended June 30, 1892, was issued yester- 
day and makes a favorable showing. The 
gross receipts for the year from 2,884 miles of 


railway were $19,291,760.13, against 317,881, 
554.77 for the year previous, an increase of 


$1,410, 205.36. 

The expenses of operation and taxes were 
$14,070,019.66, against $12,761,046.37 for the 
year previous, an increase of $1,308,973, 29. 

The net earnings were $5,221,740.47, against 
$5, 120,508.40 for the year previous, an increase 
of $101,232.07. 

There has been carried forward to surplus 


. dividend fund and set apart as applicable to 


future dividends $225,333.83. 

During the last fiscal year the company has 
earned and paid 5 per cent upon its share cap- 
ital of $45,000,000, and added to the surplus 


dividend fund. The policy of bringing the 


property up to the requirements of the times 
has been strictly adhered to, and reports made 
to the board upon the condition of the perma- 
nent way and rolling stock show a material 
and steady improvement in the physical con- 


dition of the road and its equipment. 


While the gross earnings of the system have 
been much larger than in any previous year, 
the cost of operation has also largely increased 
because of the greater volume of business, a 
larger, relative expenditure for maintenance 
and taxes, and also by reason of the floods 
which prevailed for so long a time over the 
system in Iowa and Illinois, and, more partic- 
ularly, on the Southern lines. Notwithstand- 
ing this, however, the net earnings from traffic 
show an increase of 1.98 per cent. 

The most important event of the year was 
the action of the stockholders at their meet- 
ing held in Chicago June 17, as to the Louis- 
ville, New Orleans, and Texas railway, and 
steps are now being taken by the stockholders 
of the Yazoo and Mississippi Valley railroad 


company and the stockholders of the Louis- 


ville. New Orleans and Texas railway com- 
pany, looking to the consolidation of the two 
by merger of the latter into the former, thus 
carryiug into full effect the powers granted to 
the Yazoo and Missigsippi Valley railroad com- 
pany by its charter, as shown by the circular 
of the President of this company to the stock- 
holders, dated June 3, 1892. The directors be- 
lieve that the consolidation of the two rail- 
rot. ds aforesaid will tend to the more rapid 
development of the rich country of the Yazoo 
delta, and will greatiy strengthen the earning 
capacity of said lines. | 

Congress, at its last sion, appropriated 
$10,000,000 for the improfermment cf the Missis- 
sippi River. From this sum the Mississippi 
River Commission hus set aside $6,000,000, to 
be expended during the next four years, for 
the building, improving, and maintaining of 
levees. Of this amount $1,650.000 is to be ex- 
pended in protecting the country which is 
directly served by the Louisville, New Oileans 
and Texas railway. 

Advances aggregating $54,447.74 having 
been mad to the Blue Island railroad com- 
pany. this company has secured the virtual 
ownership of 3.96 miles of railroad recently 
built, running from a point on the main line 
a short distance south of Kensington to Blue 
Island, a suburb of Chicago, with a popula- 
tion of about 6,000.

Get the Best of the Railroads. 

The “ Big Four” packers of this city, who 
own their own refrigerator cars, have lately 
added greatly to their rolling stock, and as 
they cannot use all of these cars themselves 
they are allowing shippers who get their goods 
from them from $3 to $5 per car for using 
their refrigerator cars. This virtually gives 
the latter a great advantage in rates over 
shippers who do not buy from the “ Big 
Four, The railroads who own retrigerator 
cars are also injured, as their cars are lying 
idie in the yards, while they have to pay for 
the use of cars furnished by the shippers one 
cent per mile a car, which amounts to $18 to 
$20 a car.

rag shops. She said that in a tenement- 
house at Nos. 211 and 213 Polk 
street there was a rag-house where ped- 
dlers and rag-pickers dumped their wares to 
be sorted over,and that this building was 
occupied by forty Italian families, whose chil- 
dren attended the schools. Another member 
reported a rag-shop and milk store in the 
same room at No. 120 Pacific street, and said 
that many families were supplied with milk 
from the place, which was in the most repul- 
sive condition. Mrs. Jellies, from the Fifteenth 
Ward, reported that many milch cows in that 
neighborhood were being fea on distillery 
slops, and said she had seen, morning after 
morning, from fifty to 100 women going to 
the distilleries and returning with wheelbar- 
rows loaded with slop. :

President Ada C. Sweet, in her report of the 
half-year’s work of the league, said much 
good nad been accomplished by awakening 
public interest on the questions of burning gar- 
bage, cleaning tne streets, inspecting the milk 
sold and the dairies kept in the city. In 
speaking of the latter she said The Health 
Department has been vigorously working to 
enforce the ordinances already in existence by 
stopping the feeding of cows with refuse from 
the distilleries, but we must remember that 
these are but initial stepsin the battle, and 
each housewife should resolve to look to the 
milk sold her, test it carefully, and see that it 
is pure. 

Simon Ryan is the first dairyman to be 
charged with the violation of the Health De. 
partment order against feeding distillery slops 
to milch cows. Yesterday Inspector Cobb 
lodged complaint against him and City Prose- 
cutor Dibble was asked to bring suit. Kyan 
will be sued for three alleged ottenses—feed- 
ing slop, keeping more than three cows, and 
depositing manure on his premises. Ryan’s 
dairy is at Diversey street and the North 
Branch. He owns seventy-six cows, which 
are kept on his premises.

AFTER KERN AGAIN. 


COUNTY COMMISSIONERS HANDLE 
HIM WITHOUT GLOVES. 


They Say His Refusal to Furnish the Exact 
Data of His Office Is Contrary to Law 
and Advocate Strenuous Measures to 
Compel Him—Committee’s Report as to 
the Result of Its Efforts—Recommends 
That More Exact Methods of Bookkeep- 
ing Be Adopted—Interest for the County. 


The County Treasurer received some pretty 
severe treatment yesterday by the County 
Board. In the first place the special commit- 
tee appointed in June to examine into the 
management of Mr. Kern’s office made its re- 
port, which was nat flattering. Then Com- 
missioner Ballard offered a resolution con- 
taining a veiled threat that the board would 
decapitate Mr. Kern officially if certain things 
he has refused to do were not done, 

Cause of the Fight. 
The fight was on this resolution, which is as 


follows: 

Wuereas, It is not only the lawful privilege of 
the Board of County Commissioners, but also its 
sworn duty, at fixed times in each year and 
oftener if it is deemed necessary, to proceed to the 
otlice of the County Treasurer and ex-officio 
County Collector, with or without notice, and 
count the public funds in his hands, and also ex- 
amine all records, books, memoranda, and papers 
pertaining in any way to his office or the public 
funds in his custody, whether of a private or pub- 
lic nature, if found in the public vault, desks. or 
on file in the Treasurer's ottice and pertaining in 
any way to business of said office all belonging of 
right to the public, and especially to the Board 
of County Commissioners, for examination and 
investigation; ana : 

WHEReEas, it appears by the report of the spe- 
cial committee that the Treasurer has refused to 
permit a committee of this board to examine his 
books and the records of his office, and by reason 
of such refusal such committee has been unable 
to report the exact condition of affairs pertaining 
to the public funds in the hanas of the Treasurer 
Therefore, be it ; 

Resolved, That any resistance, declination, or 
unwillingness on the part of the Treasurer and 
ex-officio County Collector or his bondsmen 
which inay tend in any way to obstruct of pre- 
vent the Board of County Commissioners from 
making such investigations of the records and 
books of said Treasurer's office, and any declina- 
tion on the part of said Treasurer to render to 
said board or its duly constituted committee all 
possible assistance systematically and expedi- 
tiously, to the end that the facts touching the pub- 


. ue funds and the disbursements of the same may 


be ascertained, shall ba by the board deemed a 
disregard and neglect of public duty on the part 
of said Treasurer and ex-officio County Collector, 
and of sufficient ground for said County Board, 
on due report from its committee, to declare the 
office of Treasurer and ex-officio Collector va- 
cant, and authorize said board to appoint a suita- 
ble successor to take charge of said office ; and be 
it further b 

Resolved, That the special committee hereto- 
fore appointed by this board, consisting of the 
President and Finance committee, be continued, 
with directions to proceed with its investigation 
and make careful examination of ali books, rec- 
ords, and papers of the office of the Treasurer and 
ex-officio Collector, and for that purpose that said 
special cominittee be and is hereby empowered 
to employ a competent expert to assist in exam- 
ining said books and records at an expense of not 
exceeding $490. and make due reports of the facts 
found from such examination of said books to 
this board at as early a day as possible. 

Wanted Action Taken at Once. 

Commissioner Stauber moved the passage 
of the resolution. Commissioner Allen cau- 
tioned care, and said he would not go on rec- 
ord as in favor of a resolution so unlawful as 
that might prove to be. Commissioner Stau- 
ber wanted action taken at once, and made 
one of is characteristic radical speeches in 
support of his wishes. 

it is the board's duty to remove Mr. 
Kern, he said. There is a * leak’ in his 
Office; I don’t think I am using too strong 
language if I say steal.“ City contractors 
cannot get their money and charge the city 
from 10 to 25 per cent more for work because 
they can't. 

Commissioner Ballard said Kern was a good 
Treasurer and he did aot care to remove him, 
but he wanted to know if the law could not be 
lived up to. President Green said all that 
was asked was for money to continue the in- 
vestigation. He was willing that the radical 
part of the resolution should be stricken out. 

President Green and the Finance commit- 
tee’s report reviews the findings at each meet- 
ing of the committee with the County ‘l'reas- 
urer’s findings. The meat of the report is con- 
tained in the following: 

In the course of the examination which your 
committee has made of the matters pertaining 
to the County Treasurer’s office, certain condi- 
tions of affairs bave been found to exist, which, 
in the — of your committee, ought to be 
changed. 

In the first place it appears that the books of 
the office are kept and have been kept in such a 
manner as to render it impossible, as is claimed, 


for the Treasurer and ex-officio Collector to tell 


the amount vf public funds in his custody be- 
longing to each municipality at any particular 
time, except at the close of the year’s business. 
This, no doubt, might in many cases furnish the 
Treasurer with an excuse for not paying 
over public funds in his hands from 
time to time to the municipalities 
to which they belong at the time and in the man- 
ner contemplated by the statute. The revenue 
law (Sec. 239 to 246) clearly contemplates that the 
Treasurer shall make partial settlements from 
time to time with the various municipalities for 
which he makes collections. Your committee be- 
lieves that no satisfactory reason can be assigned 
why the books of an office of this character in 
which alarge amount of public funds are re- 
ceived and disbursed should not be kept with 
quite as much detail and accuracy as private con- 
cerns, where a like amount of money is involved. 
Your committee is ot the opinion that, as the 
statute (Sec. 239) in express terms requires the 
Treasurer to mate an ollicial report under oath 
of the amount and kind of tax in bis hands April 
10 of each year, with a view to making partial set- 
tlement, compliance with this section in the 
future should be in all cases insisted upon. 
Should Pay Every Thirty Days. 


As to subsequent payments your committee be- 
lieves that the Treasurer could with but httle ad- 
ditional expense to the county report and pay 
over at least every thirty days all the funds in 
— hands ging to any particular munici- 
pality. 


As to the refusal of the Treasurer to permit 


your committee to examine in detail the warrants 
in his custody your committee believes that such 
refusal cannot be justified under the law, as the 
Revenue act and other statutes of the State give 
to the County Board a supervisory contrul over 
the affairs of the Treasurer. 

In this connection it is perhaps proper to state 
that the Treasurer seemed to be reluctant to dis- 
close to your committee the amount of public 
funds in his hands e — the same were being 
deposited or kept. is answers to the questions 
of your committee as to whether he had paid 
over to the municipalities from time to time on 
request the amount of mouey coming to them were 
somewhat evasive and uncertain. 

Your committee is of the opinion that itis not 
only the privilege of the County Board, acting 
through its proper committee, but also its duty 
to examine all records, books, and vouchers of 
the Treasurer’s oflice, with a view of determining 
its condition and also whetber or not the Treas- 
urer is properly discharging his public duties, and 
your committee would recommend that in any 
and all examinations which may hereafter be 
made touching the affairs of the Treasurer the 
board shall insist upon its rights and privilege. 

Money Should Earn Interest. 


As to the method of caring for the public funds 
it is apparent to your committee t it is per- 
haps proper that the present system of tem- 

rarily — 1 te funds in reputable banks 

or safe keeping should be continued, but it is 
equally clear that if this course is pursued a well 
established business policy would require that 
some means should be devised whereby the funds 
temporarily in the hands of the Treasurer, de- 
posited in banking institutions, should not be so 
deposited and lay idle in said banks without 
earning some interest, | 

Your committee is uhable to state whether or 
not the Treasurer would be willing to asseat to 
any system, agreement or otherwise, whereby the 
interest on public funds can be covered into the 
Treasury, but your committee would recom- 
mend that some decided effort be made by your 
honorable body looking forward to this result.

Pre-Glacial Origin of Man. 

CMA, Sept. 26.—{Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
I read with much interest what Prof. Starr is re- 
ported by Tue TripuNEto have said about the 
beginning of buman life and his reasons for be- 
lieving that it must be assigned to the tertiary 
period in the earth's history. As a humble stu- 
dent of the physical sciences, not as a theologian, 
I am curious to know a little more on the subject, 
and would especially like to be infermed how a 
Presbyterian, as Prof. Starr is, can avow that he 
does not find his expressed views of 3 
to interfere with any of his religious beliefs. 6 
admits that there is geological evidence that man 
appeared on this earth at least 28,000 years ago, 
instead of the less than 6,000 years of the com- 
monly accepted Genesis chronology of the Jéws, 
and says ho does not consider that the Bible 
teaches anything concerning the antiquity of 
man. 

1. Please allow me to ask him if it teaches any- 
thing that is true in regard to the origin of man. 
The professor is N as supposing it possible 
that man derived his physieal and mental natures 
from the brutes (through a long course of evolu- 
tion), and that when the process was complete 
the Creator breathed a soul into him. But how 
does that square witn the Garden of Eden story 
that man was made directly out of the dust of the 
ground, in one day, aud a soul was then breathed 
into Adam, which day did not begin till after the 
creation of the beasts of the field had n fin- 
ished, and that immediately thereafter he was 

laced in the Garden to dress and to keep it? 

ouceding it possible, as the professor suggests, 
that there are great gaps of time to be filled in 
between each two of the patriarchs named in the 
first few chapters of Genesis, as only 
celebrated characters were selected for mention, 
it does not appear that the Garden of Eden story 
can be made to agree with Prof. Starr’s theory as 
to the origin of man. It differs from it in two 
most important particulars, not to speak of minor 
ones. According to the Genesis account man was 
created all at once, and as an individual far 
higher in the scale of being than any that has ex- 
isted since. Leaving the question of chronology 
out of the account can these statements be true if 
the statements of Prof. Starr be correct? 

2. How could the Creator ofthe Universe and 
its millions of suns and planets. all of the latter 
being probably (or * will be) inhabited at 
some time in their history, have got up such a 
scheme as the Garden of Eden plot to entrap the 
the 2 ignorant, mentally undeveloped, 
savage, for the purpose of ‘finding a pretext to 
consign nearly all the descendants of that first 
par to eternal torments? What object could he 

ave in doing it, and what justice can be claimed 
for the act, to say nothing of the great love for all 
of his creatures, Which we are taught to believe is 
ore greases with the Being who created them? 

3. Prof. Starr says that after man had at- 
tained all the physical and mental natures of the 
animal he was specially endowed with a soul. 
What for? Was it to bring about the fall of 
man” and put that soulin hades forever? Such 
an object would be rather diabolical than God- 
And it would seem from the Genesis 
story that the fall immediately followed the ele- 
vation of the individual above the mere brute 
level. There wis little time left for the enjoy- 
ment of happiness in Paradise, and that only by a 
single pair, on whose account the whole race was 
cursed. 

4. Where does Prof. Starr get his authority for 
ascribing to Moses the Jewish account of the ori- 
gin of man and the garden of Eden story? In 
what part of the Jewish scriptures do we find it 
stated that Moses wrote the Book of Genesis? 
Who knows vy ‘at man or woman wrote the book? 
He may be correct in stating that Moses no- 
where tells us the age of the world, nor of man,” 
but is he sure he is right in saying that Moses 
* has given a genealogy, with the ages of the sev- 
eral patriarchs?’ Has he any proof in regard to 
it, and if not of what value is his deduction that 
these genealogies are not continuous“? 


The best opinion of those who have studied the 
uestion deepest is that the Book of Genesis is of 
esopotamian origin, that during the Babylonish 
captivity of the Jews in the sixth century B. C., 
or soon after that captivity had terminated, the 
Jewish priests found the Genesis story in the li- 
braries of their captors and carried it with them 
to Jerusalem, and that they or their successors 
incorporated it with the sacred books of the Jew- 
ish people. And also they found there and in 
Persia the doctrines of heaven and hell, of a 
devil or Satan, and of future torment for those 
who had been guilty of bad actions during life on 
the earth. ut who told all these things to the 
heathen Babylonians and Persians? Was the 
matter the subject of a special divine revelation 
to them, and if so why are they not credited 
with the revelation instead of having it claimed 
for Moses? : 
I am glad to find that Prof. Starr does not think 
it his business to explain the Bible. But permit 
me to hint to him my decided conviction that he 
cannot be a good Presbyterian unless he believes 
all the statements ound in that book, including 
those in the first few chapters of Genesis, which 
tell of the fall of man soon after he had been spe- 
cially created out of the dust of the ground and 
Eve made out of one of his ribs while he slept. 1 
cannot help thinking that he must be like Mr. 
Wemmick, in Great Expectations, who has two 
sets of opinions, one of them being held at his 
house in Walworth and the other at his office in 
London. 1 suppose the professor leaves 
outside the church his convictions in 
regard to the pre-glacial origin of man, and takes 
them up again on going out. in much the same 
fashion that he might rescue from the porch an 
umbrella or 4 pair cf overshoes, Yet my own im- 
—— 1 is that he will not long be able to limit 
imself to the statement that this is both a geo- 
logical and a chronological question,” but must 
also admit it to be a theological one in the most 
fundamental sense of the term. For he must be 
well aware that the statements in the first few 
chapters of Genesis are regarded by the great 
mass of evangelical Christians as constituting the 
foundation of their faith, for if there was no fall 
ofman as described there is no use for a hell. 
And he must know that ali other people have not 
his happy faculty of being able to entertain two 
diametrically opposed sets of opinions, one of 
them for Sunday and the church, the other for 
“week days and teaching in the university.

Supt. Pierce of the insurance department 
of New York is having investigated in his State 
an insurance concern that is doing a unique but 
apparently illegal business. Subscribers to this 
form of insurance must bachelors or spinsters 
on joining, and they have to pay an initiation fee 
of $8 and $1 monthly dues. At the expiration of 
thre> years each one is entitled, according to 
promise made, to $00 provided they have mar- 
ried. If still single tney must go on paying. It ix 
said that a great many pefsons have joined thi- 
order from among Italians and other foreigners 
who are not sufficiently up in the language to un- 
derstand the scheme thoroughly. 


From England comes the well-authenticated 
report that the fire companies in that country 
have almost despaired of making any money in 
1892 and are obly.looking forward to getting out 
as well as possible and beginning another year 
with hopes of doing better. It has been the same 
story in all countries and climes—many losses and 
large amounts destroyed—until fire underwriters 
feel blue enough. As to new compxnies coming 
to America, the present is decidedly not the time 
to urge them to do so, and those that expect any 
such action are liable to be grievously disap- 
pointed. 


The severity of the fires in New Orleans 
lately is accounted for by underwriters in that 
city not by inefficiency of the fire department 
but because of the poor system of alarms in use, 
The fires are well going before the fire depart- 
ment arrives, aud of course all that can be done 
is to confine the fire to the building in which it 
originated. It is plain that a better system of 
giving alarms should be adopted. and automatic 
alarms that comply with the requirements of the 
underwriters should be encouraged.

Commissioner Linehan of the New Hamp- 
shire Insurance Department has issued a state- 
ment as to the fires and losses in that State for 
the first six mopths of 1892.

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TINPLATE INDUSTRY. 


FACTS CONCERNING IT GIVEN BY 
AN UNBIASED AUTHORITY. 


The “American Architect,” a Non- 
Trade Paper, on the Actual t and 
Probable Future Production of the 
American Article—Fifty-two Mills in 
‘the United States Now Engaged in 
Making It—America Should Not Depend 
on Wales for Tinplate. | 
One of the highest trade authorities in the 
country on architecture and building is the 
American Architect. It 1s non-partisan. Tin 
is so largely used for builaing purposes that 
the Architect bas carefully investigated the 
actual present and probable future production 
of American tinpiate, and in its current issue 
sums up the whole situation: “If there 
were any occasion for the continuation of the 
importation of plates then some reason might 
exist for the assertion that the industry is a 
myth, to use a favorite term of hostile critics. 
But there is nothing to be gained by such im- 
rtations. American mills can, under ex- 
mg duties, turn out as good, and in several 
authenticated cases better, plates than can be, 
or, at least, have been furnished from abroad, 
In short, American makers of tin and 
terne plates have already proved by their out- 
put that the question of meeting the entire 
American demand 1s erly a question of time 
to build milis and equip them, and they are 
going about it with surprising dispatch in a 
score or wore of localities between Philadel- 
ia and St. Louis. Those who write that 
pendence upon foreign plates will continue 


> 


to be a feature of the trade have no personal 


knowledge of what has been going on among 
the rolfing mill interests. Reliance on foreign 
plate is a temporary necessity; works to pro- 
duce plates could not spring up by magic 
upon the signing by the President of the act 
creating the industry, but those familiar with 
the facts know.there is a scramble among 
manufacturers to get ready to make plates. 

“A tinning plant is comparatively inexpen- 
sive and can be quickly put up, but the equip. 
ment of a mill to roll plates is costly and re- 

uires time and skill to put it in operation. 

establishment of this industry need not 
be questioned-when tariff duties make it pos- 
pible.. There is no reason whatever why, un- 
der duties, it should not thrive. There is 
nothing m rious or difficult in the manu- 
facture and operation of machinery to make 
plates or in dipping them in molten metal 
when made. This is all there is in tinplate 
manufacture. It will not do to assert that 
American ingenuity and skill are unequal to 
‘the task of producing a billet, rolling it into 
plate of required gauge, and then coating the 
plate. light or neavy, as required, in a cast- 
iron pot of molten metal. 

Fifty-two Mills Now Making It. 

“What hus been done in this direction? 
There are at present fifty-two milis in the 
United States roiling plate or ready to roll it. 
There other works, sume of them very large, 
having equipments for this special work put 
in. The managers of these fifty-two estab- 
lishments are not dreaming. 

The cost of tin and terne plates has been 
advanced in some remote localities as much 
as $1 a box over old prices. It sbould be re- 
marked concerning the higher prices ruling 
that every possible advantage has been taken 
of consumers by distributors, especiaily at 
points more or less distant from ports of 
entry. 

“The history of the American economie 
policy contradicts the supposition or deduc- 
tion that the multiplication of works and the 
expansion of output will not be followed by

PRICES REMAIN FIRM. 


WEST SIDE RAILWAY sTOCK 
SCORES A TWO POINT ADVANCE, 


Leading Speculative Markets Active and 


Somewhat Irregular in Avtion—Wheat 
Higher, Corn Easier, and October Ribs 


Twenty-five Cents Up Under the Ma- 
nipulation of the Combine—The Minor 
Markets— What They Were Doing on 
South Water Street. 


West Chicago Street railroad stock was the 
most active of anything on the exchange and 
opened at an advance of1 point. Trading was 
not especially brisk and the net result of the day 
showed no further gain. The buying was princi- 
pally done by Jamieson, as has been the case for 
some days. In the last week Jamieson has 
bought not far from 5,000 shares of West Side 
stock. The popular supposition is that this 
stock goes to Philadelphia, but that supposition 
is not accepted in every quarter. 
are some who believe that as much 
stock has been soid by the Philadelphia 
people through other channels ag has ostensibly 
been purchased for them recently. A reason in 
support of that view which is cited is the fact 
that the stock has advanced so little upon pur- 
chases of such large amounts. This is answered 
by some of the bulls by the statement that a large 
amount of short stock has been put out. This 
statement is made with great positiveness by 
some of the brokers, and they cite instances of 
which they claim to have absolute personal 
knowledge which would go to show that some 
2.000 or 3,000 shares of the stock have been sold 


short. ‘Board of Trade men are popularly cred- 
ited with having counted confidently on a break 
and sola short to profit by it. 

There is perhaps some short stock. It would, 
indeed, be surprising if. there was not more or 
less, but it seems hardly plausible that any such 
great amount of the stock as some claim has been 
sold short in the face of the knowledge that the 
market is almost completely in the hands of the 
Philadeiphia clique. Mr. Yerkes’ interview. pub- 
lished in SuNDAY's TRIBUNE, was interpreted by 
the bulis as bullish and by the bears as bearish. 
It finally sets at rest any remaining hopes there 
may have been regarding some sensational con- 
solidation or issue of securities by which the mar- 
ket might be advanced sharply. On the other 
hand the tone of his statements regarding earn- 
ings and pruspects for increased dividends was 
decidedly more bullish than the Street railway 
President is apt to be in a public interview. 

The market for North Side stocks was narrow, 
but showed greater strength than did the West 
Side market. It is evident that there is little 
North Side stock for sale. Prices advanced yes- 
terday on the sale of but a few shares to 256 for 
the second account, whichisa gain of 5 points 
over Saturday's closing. 

Strawboard stock was firmer, advancing to 78. 
Some of that strength was lost iu the afternoon 
however. The stock dropped off to 77%, an 
when the settling price came to be fixed the high- 
est bid was 774 for both the first and second ac- 
counts. The same ple who were buying in the 
morning at 78% sold stuck in the afternoon & be- 
low that. There are men representing Straw- 
board interests outside of the company who 
are talking extremely bearish about Strawboard 
prospects, and there is much heard 
regarding the probable breaking up of outside 
manufacturers. There are rumors too regarding 
acombination among Eastern boxmakers who 
pro , it is said, to start a big strawboard mill 
of theirown. There are also threats heard of 
legal acnon against the combination under the 
Sberman act, on the ground that it is a combina- 
tion in restriction of trade. If there is any 
foundation in these rumors it at least does not 
appear to be strong enough to deter the insiders 
from buying Strawboard stock. They have cer- 
tainly taken on a considerable line during the 
recent depression. 

The breweries continue steady at unchanged 
quotations. The market seems to have no buoy- 
ancy in it and whatever tendency there is appears 
to be in the direction of heaviness. There is little 
pressure of the stock on the market, however, 
and nearly all the holders seem inclined to await 
the results of the settlement of the beer war. The 
advance of $2 a barrel, which it is reported is be- 
ing maintained without difficulty, must mean 
vastly increased earnings for the brewery proper- 
ties, and the general belief is that when the 
increased earnings have gone on long enough to 
show up in a statement the market will improve, 
In the meantime it_is about as dull as it well 
could be. Calumet Dock was again heavy. It 
sold at the opening at 72 for the second account, 
but later, on the sale of only a few shares, it de- 
clined to 70%, and at the close the best bid was 
70 for the first account and 70% for the second 
account. Street’s Stable Car stock continues ex- 
tremely dull, but quotations remain unchanged. 
National railway is developing much strength, 
and the advance has behind it substantial im- 
provement in earnings. There was a sale yester- 
day at 135, and that price was bid for more.

Regarding the introduction of new motive 
ower on the North and West Sides lines, Mr.
